January 2, 1961 


Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Thirty-seventh Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the Honor- 
able Frank Murray, Secretary of State of the State of Montana, who ex- 
tended greetings to the assembly on behalf of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then announced the following temporary ap- 
pointments: Rev. I. C. Gronneberg of Helena, Montana, Temporary Chap- 
lain; Dr. J. I. Westphal of Hardin, Montana, Temporary Sergeant-at-Arms; 
Mr. George T. Howard of Missoula, Montana, Temporary Chief Clerk; and 
Rosemary S. Acher of Helena, Montana, Temporary Journal Clerk. 


Posting of the Colors by Lt. William Liston and staff from the Mon- 
tana National Guard, and the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag by the as- 
sembly, followed. 


Invocation was given by the Reverend I. C. Gronneberg. 


The Chief Clerk called the roll, all members being present, and each 
presented his certificate of election to the Secretary of State. 


Secretary of State Frank Murray introduced the Honorable Hugh 
Adair, Associate Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, who administered 
the following oath: 


“TI do solemnly swear that I will support, protect and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Montana, 
and that I will discharge the duties of my office with fidelity; that I have 
not paid or contributed or promised to pay or contribute, either directly

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Motion was made by Anderson of Yellowstone that the following 63 
Rules be adopted as the Rules and Order of Business governing the Pro- 
ceedings of the 37th Legislative Session: 


RULES OF THE HOUSE 
Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly 


RULE A 
Attendance and Decorum. 


1. Every member shall be present in the hall of the House during the 
sittings, unless necessarily prevented or excused. He shall vote on each 
question put unless he has a direct personal or pecuniary interest in the 
event of such question, except as provided in Rule 26. Loud talking or 
smoking shall be discontinued upon request of the Speaker. 


2. The hour for the meeting of the House shall be Ten o’clock a.m., 
unless by the House otherwise directed. 


RULE 2. 
Duties of the Speaker. 
1. The Speaker shall take the chair on every legislative day pre- 
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cisely at the hour to which the House shall have adjourned at the last 
sitting, immediately call the members to order, and after prayer by the 
Chaplain and upon roll call by the Clerk, and the presence of a quorum, the 
Journal of the preceding day shall be read, or a report given thereon by 
the Committee on Rules and Journal, after which the Speaker shall pro- 
ceed with the regular order of business. 


2. He shall preserve order and decorum, and in case of disturbance 
or disorderly conduct in the galleries, or in the lobby, may cause the same 
to be cleared. 


3. He shall have general control, except as provided by rule or law, 
of the hall of the House, and of the corridors and passages. 


4. He shall sign all acts, addresses and resolutions in the presence of 
the House, and all writs, warrants and subpoenas of, or issued by order 
of the House, and shall decide all questions of order subject to an appeal 
by any member, when such appeal is supported by two other members, 
upon which appeal no member shall speak more than once unless by 
permission of the House. 


5. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting; and shall 
put questions in this form, to-wit: “as many as are in favor of (as the 
question may be) vote ‘Aye’,” and after the affirmative vote is expressed, 
“as many as are opposed vote ‘No’.” If he doubts or a division is called for, 
the House shall divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall first 
rise from their seats and then those in the negative; if he still doubts, or 
a count is required by at least one-fifth of a quorum, he shall name one 
from each side of the question to tell the members in affirmative and 
negative, which being reported, he shall rise and state the decision. 


6. He shall not be required to vote in ordinary legislative proceedings, 
except when his vote would be decisive, or in a yea and nay vote, or where 
the House is engaged in voting by ballot. 


RULE 3. 
Speaker Pro-Tem. 


The Speaker Pro-Tem shall perform all the duties of the Speaker in 
the absence of that officer, and on such other occasions as the Speaker 
may request. 


RULE 4. 
Duties of the Clerk. 


1. The Chief Clerk shall cause to be kept and recorded a ccrrect 
Journal of the proceedings of the House and shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned to him. He shall superintend the engrossing, 
enrolling and transcribing and copying of bills, resolutions, etc.; shall 
permit no records or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of his 
custody otherwise than in the regular course of business; shall report any 
missing papers to the Speaker; and shall have general supervision of the 
entire Clerical Force of the House, under the direction of the Speaker. 


2. Clerk May Correct Certain Errors. The Chief Clerk and his En- 
grossing Clerks, in all proper cases, shall correct any mere clerical errors 
in any House Bill, Memorial or Resolution, such as errors in orthography, or 
in the use of one word for another, as “affect” for “effect,” “previous” for 
“previously,” and the like; and also all mistakes in numbering the sections 
and reference thereto, whether such mistakes occur in the original bill or 
are caused by amendments made thereto; provided such corrections shall 
not be made after engrossment, except by an order of the House; and pro- 
vided further, that all such corrections shall be reported to the Speaker, 
but no corrections, other than such as are authorized by this rule, shall be 
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made at any time by the Clerk or his Assistants, unless upon order of the 
House. 


RULE 5. 
Duties of the Sergeant-at-Arms 


It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend the House 
during its Sessions, to maintain order under the direction of the Speaker 
and pending the election of the Speaker or Speaker Pro-Tempore under 
the direction of the Clerk, execute the commands of the House, and all 
processes issued by authority thereof, directed to him by the Speaker, 
and shall have general supervision of the entire administrative force of the 
House. 


RULE 6. 
Chaplain. 


The Chaplain shall attend at the commencement of each day’s sittings 
of the House, and open the same with prayer. 


RULE 7. 


Duties of the Committee on Rules and Journal. 

The Committee on Rules and Journal shall examine each day the Jour- 
nal of the proceedings of the House as prepared by the Clerk; shall make 
corrections therein when the same is in error; and shall report immediately 
after roll call every day that the House is in Session, which report may be 
in lieu of the reading of the Journal. 


The Committee shall also, upon proper referral to it, consider all 
questions relating to rules, joint rules and order of business, and report 
thereon to the membership of the House on the same or the next legisla- 
tive day which report shall be adopted or rejected by a majority vote. 


Rule 58 shall govern the manner of amending or suspending a rule of 
the House. 


RULE 8. 
Questions of Privilege. 


Questions of Privilege shall be: First, those affecting the rights of 
the House collectively, its safety, dignity, and the integrity of its pro- 
ceedings; Second, the rights, reputation and conduct of the members in- 
dividually in their respective capacity only; and shall have precedence of all 
other questions except motions to fix the time to which the House shall 
adjourn, to adjourn and for a recess. 


RULE 9. 
Committees. 


1. The Committee on Rules and Journal shall consist of the Speaker 
and four members to be by him appointed. 


The Speaker shall appoint the following standing committees, to con- 
sist of such number of members, not exceeding fifteen, except appropria- 
tions committee, as he may elect, unless otherwise specially ordered by 
the House, viz.:

Appropriations 

Bills 

Business and Industry 

Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations 
Education

9. Highways. 

10. Judiciary

2. He shall also appoint all Select Committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the House. 


3. The first named member of each committee shall be the Chair- 
man; and in his absence, the next named member, and so on, as often as 
the case may happen. 


RULE 10. 
Duties of the Committee on Legislative Administration 


1. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Legislative Administration 
to select and recommend for appointment or dismissal all House employees 
and when their report shall be adopted by the House, the selections recom- 
mended therein shall be final. They shall examine the various applicants 
for the several positions to be filled. 


2. They shall also examine applicants for positions as committee 
clerks, as to their efficiency. 


3. All requests for the appointment of clerks by the chairman of 
committees shall be made through the committee on Legislative Administra- 
tion and not otherwise. All clerks of committees shall be under the super- 
vision of the Chief Clerk and when not occupied with the duties of the 
committee shall work under his direction. 


4, The Committee on Legislative Administration shall also consider 
all matters concerned with seating, mileage and per diem, and entertain- 
ment. 


RULE 11. 
Reports of Standing and Select Committees. 


1. All bills, petitions, memorials or resolutions reported from a 
committee, shall be accompanied by reports in writing, which shall be 
entered in the Journal. Whenever a committee report on any bill, petition, 
memorial or resolution, carries an amendment, said amendment. shall ac- 
company said report in triplicate. 


2. In case the members of any committee required or entitled to 
report on any subject referred to them, cannot agree on a report, the 
majority and minority of such committee present at the meeting may 
each make a separate report; and any member dissenting in whole or in 
part from the reasonings or conclusions of both the majority and minority 
may also present to the House a statement of his reasonings and con- 
clusions, and all reports, if decorous in language and respectful to the 
House, shall be entered at length on the Journal, unless otherwise ordered 
by the House. 


3. All Standing Committees of the House shall report their action on 
all bills or matters referred to them within seven days after reference, 
unless at the request of the Committee, and on good cause shown, further 
time be granted by the House. 


RULE 12. 
Substitutes and Amendments. 
1. No standing or select committee, or member thereof, shall report 
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any “substitute” or “amendment” for any bill or bills, or resolution, 
referred to such committee, which substitute or amendment relates to a 
different subject, or is intended to accomplish a different purpose than 
that of the original bill or resolution for which it is reported, or which, 
if adopted or passed would require a title essentially different from the 
title of the original bill or resolution; and any substitute bill or resolution 
so reported, shall be rejected whenever the House is advised that the same 
is in violation of this rule. Section 19, Article 5 of the Constitution of 
Montana. 


2. Any substitute bill or resolution so reported shall be read a first 
and second time, referred to the Bills Committee, and when reported cor- 
rectly printed shall be placed on general orders. 


3. Section 1 of this rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 13. 


When Certain Committees May Report. 

The following named Committees shall have leave to report at any 
time, except when questions are being called or a call of the House is 
being had, on matters herein stated: The Committee on Rules and Journal; 
the Committee on Bills, on Enrolled Bills; the Committee on Ways and 
Means, on Bills for raising revenue; the Appropriations Committee, on 
general appropriation bills; the Committee on Constitution, Elections and 
Federal Relations on the rights of a member to his seat. 


RULE 14. 
Privileged Reports. 


Reports from the Committee on Bills may be made at any time and 
shall stand approved without formal action. 


RULE 15. 
Conference Reports. 


Reports of Committees of Conference may be presented and received 

on any order of business and shall be in order at any time except when a 

vote is being taken or a member has the floor, and there shall accompany 

every such report a detailed statement sufficiently explicit to inform the 

House what effect such amendment or proposition will have upon the 

Weare to which they relate, which statement shall be entered upon the 
ournal. 


RULE 16. 
Absence of Committees. 


No committee members shall absent themselves by reason of their 
appointment during the sitting of the House, without special leave, except 
members of conference committees and the Bills Committee. 

RULEWAL: 
Committee Clerks. 


The chairman of each committee shall appoint its clerk or clerks, sub- 
ject to the approval of the majority of the committee, if such clerk or 
clerks are deemed necessary, who shall be paid at the public expense, the 
House having first provided for such clerk or clerks on recommendation of 
the Committee on Legislative Administration. 


RULE 18. 
Committee of the Whole House. 
1. The House may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole by a 
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majority of a quorum voting on a motion of a member for that purpose, 
and may by motion limit debate on any subject to be considered by the 
committee. 


2. In all cases, in forming a Committee of the Whole House, the 
Speaker shall leave his chair, after appointing a chairman to preside, 
who shall, in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries or 
lobbies, have the power to cause them to be cleared. 


3. Whenever the Committee of the Whole House finds itself without 
a quorum, the committee shall rise and the chairman shall so report, and 
thereupon there shall be a call of the House and if on such call a quorum 
shall appear, the committee shall thereupon resume its sitting without 
further order of the House. 


4. All bills and memorials requiring the signature of the Governor 
shall be considered in the Committee of the Whole before being taken up and 
considered by the House, and a point of order under this rule shall be good 
at any time before any such bill or memorial shall have passed the House. 


5. In Committee of the Whole House business on the calendar shall 
be taken up in regular order, except bills for raising revenue and general 
appropriation bills, which shall have precedence. 


6. When general debate is closed by order of the House, any member 
shall be allowed five minutes to explain any amendment he may offer, 
after which the member who shall first obtain the floor shall be allowed 
to speak five minutes in opposition to it and there shall be no further de- 
bate thereon; but the same privilege of debate shall be allowed in favor 
and against any amendment that may be offered to an amendment; and 
neither an amendment, nor an amendment to an amendment, shall be with- 
drawn by the mover thereof, unless by unanimous consent of the committee. 
The five-minute rule being applied shall not preclude further amendment 
to be decided without debate. 


7. A motion to recommend the striking out of the enacting clause of a 
bill shall have precedence over a motion to amend; and, if carried, shall be 
considered equivalent to its rejection. Whenever a bill is reported from a 
Committee of the Whole with an adverse recommendation and such recom- 
mendation is disagreed to by the House, the bill shall stand recommitted 
to the said committee without further action by the House. But before 
the report of the committee is acted upon by the House, it is in order to 
entertain a motion to refer the bill to any committee, with or without 
instructions, and when the same is again reported to the House, it shall be 
referred to the Committee of the Whole without debate. 


8. Every bill in Committee of the Whole shall be read and considered 
by sections. The body of a bill shall not be defaced or interlined in any 
way, but all amendments agreed to by the committee shall be included in 
the report of the committee, noting the section and line to which such 
amendment applies. 


9. The rules of proceedings in the House shall be observed in Com- 
mittee of the Whole House, so far as may be applicable, except that a 
member may speak more than twice on the same subject, and a call for 
the ayes and nays or for the previous question or motion to lay on the 
table, cannot be made. 


RULE 19. 


After business upon which the House resolved itself into Committee of 
the Whole shall be completed, the committee shall rise and report. The 
report of the Committee of the Whole shall contain a correct account of 
the action had on each particular measure. When more than one bill is 
considered in Committee of the Whole and the report of the Committee of 
the Whole is adopted is one report, it shall be in order on that or the suc- 
ceeding day upon which the House shall be in session for any member who 
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voted the prevailing side to move to reconsider the action on any measure 
separately. When the report of the Committee of the Whole on any bill is 
rejected, the bill shall remain on general orders until disposed of by the 
House. 

RULE 20. 


Action of House Upon Report of Committee of the Whole. 
The Speaker upon resuming the chair shall receive the report of the 
chairman of the Committee of the Whole and the House shall take action 
thereon. 


RULE 21. 
Order of Business. 


Communications and Petitions. 
Reports of Select Committees. 
Reports of Standing Committees. 
Consideration of Messages from Governor and Senate. 
Motions and Resolutions. 
Introduction of Bills and Memorials and First and Second Reading 
of Same. 
Third Reading of Senate Bills. 
Report of Committee of the Whole 

Third Reading of House Bills. 
Consideration of General Orders. 

10. Unfinished Business. 

Special Orders of the Day, or to change the Order of Business, requires 
a two-thirds vote.

RULE 22. 
Debate. 


1. When any member desires to speak or deliver any matter to the 
House, he shall rise and respectfully address the Chair in the following 
form: “Mr. Speaker,” and being recognized may address the House from 
any place on the floor, or from the Clerk’s desk, and shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, avoiding personalities. 


2. When two or more members arise at the same time the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak; and no member shall occupy 
more than one-half hour in debate, on any question in the House or in 
committee as further provided in this rule. 


3. Upon committee reports the member reporting the measure under 
consideration from a committee may open and close, where general debate 
has been had thereon; and if it shall extend beyond one day, he shall be 
entitled to one-half hour to close, notwithstanding he may have used one- 
half hour in opening. 


4. If any member transgresses the rules of the House, in speaking 
or otherwise, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order, in 
which case he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted on motion of 
another member to explain, and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on 
the case, without debate; if the decision is in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed, but not otherwise; and if the 
case require, he shall be liable to censure or such other punishment as the 
House may deem proper. 


5. If a member is called to order, for words spoken in debate, the 
member calling him to order shall indicate the words excepted to and they 
shall be taken down in writing at the Clerk’s desk and read aloud to the 
House; but he shall not be held to answer, nor be subject to the censure 
of the House therefor, if further debate or other business has intervened. 


6. No member shall speak more than once on the same question 
without leave of the House, unless he be the mover, proposer or introducer 
of the matter pending; in which case he shall be permitted to speak in 
reply, but not until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 
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RULE 23. 
Calls of the Roli and of the House. 


1. Upon every roll call the names of the members shall be taken or 
called alphabetically by surname. When two or more members have the 
same surname, initial and/or given first name of such member shall be 
added. 


2. Pairs shall be announced by the Clerk after the completion of the 
roll call, from a written list furnished him, and signed by the members 
making the statement to him. 


3. A majority of the House shall constitute a quorum to do business. 
In the absence of a quorum, ten members, including the Speaker, if there 
be one, shall be authorized to compel the attendance of the absent mem- 
bers; or, if a quorum be present, a call of the House shall be ordered upon 
the demand of 15 members, and pending such call all other business shail 
be suspended. In all calls of the House, the pages shall announce the call 
through the corridors of the House; roll call shall be taken by the Clerk, 
and the absentees noted; the doors shall then be closed, and those for 
whom no sufficient excuse is made, shall be sent for and arrested wherever 
they shall be found, by officers to be appointed by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
for that purpose, and their attendance secured; and the House shall de- 
termine upon what conditions they shall be discharged. 


4. When, on the call of the House, there are members declining to 
vote, their names shall be called and entered upon the Journal as present. 
Members who voluntarily appear, unless the House shall otherwise direct, 
shall be admitted immediately to the Hall of the House, and they shall 
report their names to the Clerk to be entered upon the Journal as present. 
The call may be dispensed with upon progress made, by a majority vote. 


RULE 24. 
Motions, Their Precedence, Ete. 


1. Every motion made to the House and entertained by the Speaker 
shali be reduced to writing upon demand of any member, and shall be en- 
tered on the Journal with the name of the member making it unless it is 
defeated or withdrawn the same day. 


2. When a motion has been made, the Speaker shall state it, or, if it 
be in writing, cause it to be read aloud by the Clerk before being de- 
bated, and it then shall be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn 
at any time, before a decision or an amendment. 


3. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be entertained 
but to: 


Fix the day to which the House shall adjourn. 
To adjourn. 

To take a recess. 

To lay on the table. 

For the previous question. 

To postpone to a day certain. 

To refer or amend. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order; 
and no motion, being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day at the 
same stage of the question. 


4. A motion to fix the day to which the House shall adjourn, a mo- 
tion to adjourn and a motion to take a recess, shall always be in order, 
except when the House is voting or when the last business transacted was 
a motion to fix the day to which the House should adjourn, a motion to 
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adjourn or a motion to take a recess; but this rule shall not authorize any 
member to make any such motion when another member has the floor. 


The hour to which the House adjourns shall be entered in the Journal. 


5. On motion of any member before the question is put, a question 
shall be divided if it includes proposition so distinct in substance that one 
thing taken away a substantive proposition shall remain. 


6. A motion to strike out and insert is indivisible, but a motion to 
strike out being lost, shall neither preclude amendment nor a motion to 
strike out and insert; and no motion or proposition on a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 


7. Whenever a motion to reconsider shall be laid on the table it shall 
require a two-thirds majority to take from the table. 


RULE 25. 
Motions Decided Without Debate. 


All incidental questions of Order, arising after an undebatable motion 
is made, and pending such motion, shall be decided whether on appeal or 
otherwise, without debate. 


RULE 26. 


Members to Vote, Unless Excused. 
Every member, present when a question is put, shall vote, unless the 
House shall, for special cause, excuse him. 


RULE 27: 
Tie Vote. 


In all cases where the House shall be equally divided, the question shall 
be lost. 
RULE 28. 


Reconsideration. 


1. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted with the prevailing side, on the same 
or succeeding day in which the House shall be in session to move for the 
reconsideration thereof, and such motion shall take precedence of all other 
auestions except the consideration of a conference report, a motion to fix 
the day to which the House shall adjourn, to adjourn or take a recess, and 
shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without the consent 
of the House, and thereafter any member may call it up for consideration; 
provided that such motion, if made during the last six days of the session, 
shall be disposed of when made. 


2. No bill, petition, memorial or resolution referred to a committee, 
or reported therefrom for printing and recommitment, shall be brought 
back into the House on a motion to reconsider. 


3. No bill, petition, memorial or resolution shall be considered by the 
House unless in the possession of the House or in a committee thereof. In 
the event that a bill, petition, memorial or resolution is returned to the 
House from the Senate, a motion to reconsider the action of the House 
taken on such bill, petition, memorial or resolution may be made by any 
member who voted on the prevailing side, on the same or succeeding day 
in which such bill, petition, memorial or resolution is returned to the House. 


RULE 29. 
Possession of Senate Bills. 


Whenever the House shall fail to concur in any Senate Bill the Chief 
Clerk shall hold the same through the succeeding Legislative day in which 
the House shall be in session, before returning the same to the Senate. 
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RULE 30. 
Previous Question. 


1. A motion for the previous question shall be in order upon the 
main question, the immediately pending motion or upon an entire group 
of adhering motions under consideration, and may include a bill to its final 
passage or rejection, and may be passed by a majority vote if a quorum 
be present. The effect of the previous question shall be to cut off all debate 
and to bring the House to a direct vote upon the question or questions 
upon which it has been ordered, provided that when the previous question 
is ordered on any proposition upon which there has been no debate, it shall 
be in order to debate the proposition to be voted upon for thirty minutes, 
one-half of such time to be given to the proponents and one-half to the 
opponents of such proposition. 


While the previous question is in effect, it shall be in order for the 
Speaker to entertain or to submit a motion to commit, with or without 
instructions, to a standing or select committee. 


2. A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous ques- 
tion is ordered, unless it shall appear upon an actual count by the Speaker 
that a quorum is not present. 


3. After a motion is made for the previous question, all incidental 
questions of order arising therefrom and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 


RULE*3i 
Amendments. 


When any main question is under consideration, a motion to amend 
and a motion to amend that amendment shall be in order, and it shall also 
be in order to offer a further amendment by way of substitute to which 
one amendment may be offered, but which shall not be voted on until the 
original matter is perfected; but neither the substitute nor amendment to 
the substitute may be withdrawn before amendment or decision is had 
thereon. Amendments to the title of a bill or resolution or corrections in the 
history thereof shall be in order immediately preceding the third reading, 
and shall be decided without debate. 


RULEY32. 
Amendments of the Senate. 


Any amendment of the Senate to any House bill shall be considered 
in the Committee of the Whole House. 


RULES 33: 
Endorsement of Bills. 


All bills and resolutions offered in the House by any member or com- 
mittee shall be endorsed by the member or committee offering the same. 


RULE 34, 
Form of Bills. 


Every bill, except appropriation bills and bills for the codification and 
revision of laws, shall contain but one subject which shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in the title; and no bill shall be altered or amended so as to change 
its original purpose. All bills shall be numbered at the head and foot of 
Page One thereof. All bills which are amendatory in their nature shall 
have all new matter added thereto set out in italics and where any matter 
has been deleted there shall be shown at the place from which the deleted 
matter has been taken the following: “(matter deleted).” 
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Section 23, Article 5.—The enacting clause of every bill shall be as 
follows: “Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana.” 


Section 30, Article 5.—All bills upon introduction shall be presented 
to the Clerk in triplicate. The lines in the body of the printed bill shall be 
numbered consecutively by sections. 


This rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 35. 
Reading. 


1. Every bill shall receive three several readings previous to its pas- 
sage, but no bill shall receive its second and third readings on the same 
day, except on the last day of the Session. No bill shall be committed or 
amended until it shall have been read twice, and no bill shall receive its 
third reading that has not been referred to a committee of the House or a 
joint committee of the Senate and House. All bills, memorials or joint 
resolutions on their first and second readings, unless otherwise provided 
in these rules (Rule 42 provides that Appropriation Bills shall be read 
at length on third reading and on second reading shall be read by section 
except that the section containing the appropriation shall be read at 
length), shall be read by their titles; the third reading of all bills shall be in 
full. This rule shall not be suspended. 


Except that upon notice duly given to the House at least one day 
prior to the third reading of any bill, such third reading may be dispensed 
with by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 


2. On the third reading of a bill no amendment, except to fill blanks, 
shall be received except by the unanimous consent of the members. 


3. Upon the third reading of a House bill the question shall be thus 
stated: “This bill having been read three several times the question is, 
‘Shall the bill pass’?”” Upon the third reading of a Senate bill, the question 
shall be stated thus: “This bill having been read three several times the 
question is, ‘Shall the bill be concurred in’?” 

4, A motion to lay upon the table shall be in order on the second 
and third readings of a bill. 


RULE 36. 


Introduction of Bills. 


1. No bill for the appropriation of money, except for expenses of 
State Government, shall be introduced within ten days of the close of the 
session, except by unanimous consent. This rule shall not be suspended. 
Section 21, Article 5. 


2. No bills may be introduced after the 20th day, except revenue bills 
may be introduced up to and including the 25th day, and except substitute 
bills for bills pending and appropriation bills. 


3. No bill shall be introduced or re-introduced in the House or con- 
sidered by the House after a previous bill containing the same subject 
matter or substantially the same subject matter and designed to accom- 
plish the same purpose has been finally rejected by the House. 


RULE 37. 
Printing of House Bills. 


All House Bills after the second reading shall be referred to the 
proper committee and if a majority of such committee recommend the 
passage of the bill and such report is adopted by the House, one thousand 
copies thereof as reported shall be printed. A bill may also be ordered 
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printed by an affirmative vote of one-third of the members of the House 
present. All bills referred to the Bills Committee for printing must be 
reported within three days, unless further time is granted by the House. 
When House Bills are ordered printed by less than a majority vote, such 
bills shall not be placed on General Orders except upon motion carried by 
two-thirds of the members present. Section 22, Article 5. 


RULE 38. 
Consideration of Bills. 


1. No bill shall be considered in the House until it has first been con- 
sidered by the committee of the House and printed for the use of the 
members. This rule shall not be suspended. 


2. One day must elapse after the printing of any bill and the receipt 
of same by the House before it can be considered in Committee of the 
Whole. Section 2 of this rule shall not be effective after the forty-eighth 
legislative day. 


RULE 39. 
Reference of Bills, Etc. 


On the second reading, every bill or measure requiring three readings 
shall be referred to an appropriate committee by the Speaker, unless 
the House, by two-thirds vote, makes a different order in relation thereto. 
This rule shall apply as well to bills and memorials originating in the 
Senate as those originating in the House. But bills reported by joint com- 
mittees shall, if accepted by the House, at once go to the Bills Committee 
for printing. House Bills reported with amendments shall have such 
amendments incorporated in the bills before printing. 


RULE 40. 
Title of Bill to Be Recited. 


Every committee in reporting on any bill or memorial shall recite at 
length in report the title of such bill or memorial, as well as the number 
thereof; provided, however, that the Committee on Bills shall be required 
to report the bill by number only. 


RULE 41. 
Reading of Memorials. 


If the House shall dispense with the printing of any memorial, such 
memorial shall be read at length once before its final passage and this 
rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 42. 
Reading of Appropriation Bills. 


The second reading of bills appropriating money shall be by section 
only, except that the section containing the appropriation shall be read 
at length. The third reading of such bills shall be at length. A suspension 
of this rule shall not be made. 


RULE: 43. 
General Orders. 


House and Senate measures reported by committees and accepted by 
the House shall, when correctly printed, constitute the General Orders. 
The business of General Orders shall be considered in the Committee of 
the Whole. 


Bills in the General Orders shall be arranged therein by the Clerk in 
the order in which they are reported or referred thereto, as aforesaid, and 
shall be considered in the same order unless the House shall otherwise 
direct. 
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RULE 44. 
Engrossing of Bills. 


Every House bill when reported favorably by the Committee of the 
Whole and upon adoption of the report shall be engrossed under direction 
of the Committee on Bills and when reported correctly engrossed by such 
committee shall be placed on the calendar for third reading. 


The Engrossing Clerk shall make, file and retain a correct copy of 
every bill engrossed. 


All amendments made or recommended by the Committee of the 
Whole shall be made a part of the engrossed bill provided that when a 
House bill is well written without interlineation or erasure, and no amend- 
ments thereto have been recommended by the Committee of the Whole, it 
shall not be necessary for the same to be retyped. 


RULE 45. 
Recommitment Previous to Passage. 
A bill may be recommitted at any time previous to its passage. 


RULE 46. 
Enrollment of Bills. 

The Committee on Bills shall not report any bill as correctly enrolled 
that has any words interlined therein or when any words have been erased 
therefrom except that when the title of any bill shall begin with the 
words, “A Bill for an Act, etc.,” the Committee on Bills shall omit on the 
enrolled bill the words, “A Bill for an Act Entitled,” nor until the author 
of the bill, if then in attendance, or in case of a committee bill the chairman 
of the committee or a member of the committee designated by the chairman, 
if such chairman or member is in attendance, have been given an oppor- 
tunity to examine the same in the presence of the chairman or some other 
member of the Bills Committee or its clerk. 


RULE 47. 


Transmission of Bills to Senate. 


Each bill which passes its third reading shall be certified by the Clerk 
and by him transmitted to the Senate. The day of transmission shall be 
entered on the Bill Books of the Clerk. 


RULE 48. 
Prohibiting “Riders.” 


No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment, and no bill or 
resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto or incorpor- 
ating therein any other bill or resolution pending before the House. This 
rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 49. 
Roll Call. 


A roll call shall be ordered upon the request of ten members and the 
ane and Noes shall be entered upon the Journal at the request of two 
members. 


This rule shall not be suspended. 


RULE 50. 
Presentation of Petitions, Etc. 


Communications and petitions shall be addressed to the Speaker and 
shall be read by the Clerk and when introduced by a member shall bear the 
name of the member introducing same. 
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No arguments for or against any proposed legislation, unless properly 
signed by person or persons responsible for same, shall be placed upon the 
desks of the members or circulated within the Chamber. 


RULE 51. 
Introduction of Resolutions. 


Any member offering a resolution in the House may read the same in 
his place before sending it to the Chair. It shall then be read by the Clerk, 
unless otherwise ordered by the House. All resolutions which contemplate 
the expenditure of money by the State and not requiring the signature of 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, shall be read in 
full three several times, and roll call shall be had thereon. 


RULE 52. 
Reading of Papers. 


When the reading of a paper by the Clerk other than one upon which 
the House is called to give a final vote is demanded, and the same is 
objected to by any member, it shall be determined without debate by a 
vote of the House. 


RULE 53. 
Hall of the House. 


The Hall of the House shall be used only for the legislative business 
of the House, and for the caucus meetings of its members, except upon 
occasions where the House by resolution agrees to take part in any cere- 
mony to be observed therein; and the Speaker shall not entertain a motion 
for the suspension of this rule. 


RULE 54. 
Who May Be Admitted to the Floor. 


Persons of the following classes may be admitted to the floor of the 
House during the sessions thereof, viz.: All state and legislative officers, 
members of the late state constitutional convention, members of the Senate, 
ex-members of the Legislative Assembly, members of Congress, judges 
of the courts, all editors of newspapers within the state, reporters and 
correspondents of the press having credentials as such, contestants for 
seats in the House and members of the immediate family of House mem- 
bers; and no one shall be permitted to lobby on the floor of the House at 
any time. 

RULE 565. 


Withdrawal of Papers. 


No memorial or other paper presented to the House shall be withdrawn 
from its files without leave, and if withdrawn therefrom, certified copies 
thereof shall be left in the office of the Clerk; but when an act may pass 
for the settlement of a claim the Clerk is authorized to transmit to the 
officer charged with the settlement thereof the paper on file in his office 
relating to such claim, or may loan temporarily to any officer of the 
Executive departments any papers on file in his office relating to any 
matter pending before such officer, taking receipt therefor. 


RULE 56. 


Adjournment. 


The House shall not adjourn to any other place than the hall of the 
House nor for more than three days without the consent of the Senate. 
This rule shall not be suspended. 


; RULE 57. 
Communications from the Executive Departments. 
Estimates of appropriations and all other communications from the 
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Executive departments intended for the consideration of any committee of 
the House, shall be addressed to the Speaker and by him submitted to the 
House for reference. 


RULE 58. 
Suspending and Changing Rules. 


Every motion to amend or suspend a rule of the House shall be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules and Journal which Committee shall re- 
port thereon upon the same day or the next legislative day. Reports of 
the Committee on Rules and Journal shall be adopted by a majority vote. 
Unless recommended by the Committee on Rules and Journal, no rule shall 
be changed or suspended or any rule adopted except by a two-thirds vote 
of the House, a quorum being’ present. 


Any rule herein, excepting rules based upon constitutional or statutory 
provisions, may be suspended for a specified purpose by unanimous cossent. 


RULE 59 
Authority on Parliamentary Practice 


1. The rules of Parliamentary Practice comprised in Roberts’ Rules 
of Order shall govern the House in all cases in which they are applicable, 
and in which they are not inconsistent with these Rules and Orders of 
the House and the Joint Rules and Orders of the Senate and the House. 


2. On questions of orthography, Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary shall be taken as the standard. 


RULE 60 
Executive Session 


On motion made and seconded to close the doors of the House on 
the discussion of any business which may, in the opinion of the House, 
require secrecy, the Speaker shall require all persons, except the mem- 
bers and the Chief Clerk, to withdraw and during the discussion of said 
motion the doors shall remain closed and every member and officer of 
the House shall keep secret all such matters, proceedings and things 
whereof secrecy shall be enjoined by order of the House. 


RULE 61 


Committee Bills 


All bills, joint resolutions or joint memorials, designated as commit- 
tee bills, shall have the unanimous consent of the committee introduc- 
ing the same before such bills, joint resolutions, or joint memorials may 
be received by the House. 


RULE 62 
Authority to Use Electrical Voting System 


Unless otherwise specifically set forth in existing House rules, any 
vote or roll call may be taken by means of the Electrical Voting System, 
which shall be under the control of the Speaker of the House. 


RULE 63 


Procedure for Clerk and Speaker in Using 
Electrical Voting System 


When using Electrical Voting System the following procedure shall 
be in order: 
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Speaker: “House Bill No. .......... (Or Senate Bill No. -......... ) having 
been read three several times, the question is, shall the bill pass the 
House (“as amended,” if amended, or “shall be concurred in” if a Senate 
Bill.)

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS AND MEMORIALS 


The following memorial was introduced, read first and second times 
and referred to the Committee on Business and Industry: 


House Joint Memorial No. 1, introduced by Bradford, Bardanouve, 
Shelden, Aasheim, Conklin, Spahr: A Joint Memorial by the House of 
Representatives and the Senate of the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana to the Governor of the State of Montana and to 
the heads of all departments of the state government of the State of Mon- 
tana relating to a good business climate in the State of Montana. 


Motion was made by Anderson (Yellowstone) that the House recess 
awaiting the arrival of His Excellency, the Governor, who was scheduled 
to give his biennial message at this time, before a joint session of the 
Senate and the House. Motion carried. 


House recessed. 


House resumed, in joint session with the Honorable Senate. Roll call 
of the assembly showed all members of both bodies of the Legislature 
present. 


Motion was made by Senator Nixon that a committee of five mem- 
bers be appointed to notify the Governor that the Senate and House of 
Representatives had convened in joint assembly and were ready to hear 
his message. Motion carried. 


The President of the Senate, occupying the Chair for the joint ses- 
sion, appointed the following committee: Senator Wilson, Senator Bal- 
gord, Representative Loman, Representative Haughey, and Representative 
Bashor. 
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His Excellency, Governor Donald G. Nutter, then appeared and was 
escorted to the tostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the 
President of the Senate, he delivered the following address: 

Mr. President, Mr, Speaker and Members of the Thirty-Seventh 
Legislative Assembly: 


We are assembled here to perform the duties imposed upon us by the 
people of this great State within the limits of the Constitution of Montana. 
During the remainder of this Legislative Session you will be required to 
evaluate all services reasonably expected of government and each of us, 
according to the dictates of his conscience, will be called upon to provide the 
necessary services at a minimum of cost. 


You and I, as elected officers of the State of Montana are obligated 
to carry out a mandate of the people—to hold the line on taxes and to 
live within our income while providing those services we sincerely believe 
the government is obligated to perform. That your task as Senators and 
Representatives is difficult is evidenced by the fact that we have carried 
on a program of deficit spending since June 30, 1949. On that date we had 
a surplus of $14,736,025.14 in the General Fund. As of June 30, 1960 we were 
in the red by approximately $4,981,000.00. By June 30, 1961, the end of 
this fiscal biennium, it is estimated we will have a General Fund deficit of 
$6,634,459.00. In twelve years we have overspent our income by more than 
twenty-one million dollars, not to mention levies imposed upon the taxpayers 
for repayment of special bond issues. You and I must, and will, put an 
end to deficit spending. 


As provided in the Constitution of the State of Montana, the Governor 
shall inform the Legislature of the condition of the State and shall recom- 
mend a program for the future conduct of State government. 


The 36th Legislative Assembly provided for the creation of the office of 
Budget Director. This was good legislation and for the first time the Gov- 
ernor is submitting a budget for State government operation. The figures 
which I use in this message, except those on University population growth 
and appropriation increase, and student-faculty ratios, are those of the 
Director of Budget and were arrived at after considerable research and in- 
vestigation. 


I could tell you of the amount of income during this biennium and the 
amount of expenditures, the sources of income and where the money went, 
but such information is available to you and given here would be repetitious. 
Our financial condition is simply this: the State of Montana will be in the 
red $6,634,459.00 at the end of this biennium. In addition to this deficit, 
supplemental appropriation requests, in the aggregate amount of $350,- 
574.47, have been received by the State Board of Examiners. 


Your task, and mine, in providing finances alone, is monumental. We 
must pick up the tab on supplemental requests; provide funds to operate 
the State government for the next biennium; and make provision for liqui- 
dation of our deficit. You will appreciate the magnitude of the problem 
when you realize that former Legislatures have overspent State income, 
but you and I are expected to do these three things within the limits of 
funds available. It can be done. 


We have an obligation to provide funds for certain necessary services 
and because of our financial condition we must place these services on a 
priority basis. We must provide adequate funds for education through the 
foundation program and you will note in the budget an increase in the state 
contribution. We must see that our custodial institutions have funds to 
carry our their required functions. I will not take the time at this point 
to outline the needs of every department. We have submitted a budget 
which I believe will keep our departments functioning properly, providing 
required and necessary services only, while we retrench and develop a pro- 
gram for a completely streamlined state government. 
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You will note that the aggregate of the budget is $70,927,694.00. This 
represents a substantial reduction in the $74,682,322.00 appropriation from 
the general fund by the 1959 Legislature. I fully appreciate that the Gover- 
nor’s budget will shock many department people. But it was prepared with 
recognition of the fact that any increase in budget allowance for any de- 
partment must necessarily be accompanied by an increase in taxes. Tiwis 
my firm conviction that we cannot expect economic growth in our state if 
we strangle economic development with oppressive taxes. We cannot con- 
tinue to pile tax, upon tax, upon tax upon the same few taxpayers. We 
must broaden our tax base by encouraging Montana businesses and indus- 
tries to expand into new areas, and by attracting outside industries into our 
state. We need more jobs—full employment—demand for our agricultural 
produce—and we cannot have these by following a program which drives 
employers out of the state and cause those who remain to curtail their op- 
eration. A broadened tax base with the same tax lévies will produce addi- 
tional state government income. Funds for education, the custodial insti- 
tutions, highways, and other governmental services will thus come from 
growth—not from new or additional taxes. 


If appropriations remain within the limits of the budget then the 
burden will fall upon department administrators te operate their respec- 
tive departments with the allotted funds. We cannot, and with your help— 
I will not, stand for the program of supplemental appropriation requests 
we have had in the past wherein too many cases, emergencies have been 
more imagined that real. 


When department people make supplemental appropriation requests in 
an amount approximating the reduction in their budget request by the pre- 
ceding Legislature, it appears that they intend to spend what they wanted 
—the Legislature notwithstanding. Administrators in all departments of 
State government must realize that in money matters the Legislature—as 
representatives of the people—shall say, this is what you will spend—and 
no more. Only in the case of a real—not imagined or desired—emergency 
should a department administrator ask for funds over and above his budget. 


Under the budget as submitted most departments will receive less 
money than was appropriated by the 36th session of the Legislature. In the 
past, budget requests and allocation of funds have been generally based 
upon appropriations for each department by the preceding Legislature. This 
raises the assumption that all previous appropriations were wisely spent 
by all departments. This just is not true. 


Examination of the fiscal policies of many departments reveals that 
over-staffing has resulted in dissipation of salary appropriations to the 
extent that we are losing our best qualified personnel because our salary 
scale is inadequate. Reduction of staffs or personnel could provide money 
for increased salaries to our competent, dedicated state employees with 
little or no increase in appropriation. The budget contemplates such reduc- 
tion in departmental personnel with salary increases for those retained in 
service. 


In too many instances money has been spent by administrators for 
equipment and physical plant which, while desirable in some cases, has not 
been necessary. Office equipment, training and laboratory equipment, auto- 
mobiles and highway machines have been replaced while still highly usable, 
apparently because of the desire to have current models. The budget as 
submitted, sharply reduces the funds for such equipment purchases. 


It is well that you and the people of Montana know that travel ex- 
pense of boards and commissions for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1959 
amounted to $1,841,469.00; that travel expense for the University System 
for the same year was $282,913.00; that travel expense for the custodial in- 
stitutions was $28,118.00; or a total of travel expense for that fiscal year 
of $2,228,217.00. 


For the two-year fiscal period ending June 30, 1960 the state depart- 
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ments spent an aggregate of $4,380,717.00 in travel expense. Needless to 
say, the budget for travel has been carefully scrutinized and sharply re- 
duced. Out of stabe\trayel has been reduced from $382,790.00 to $115,095.00. 


Any talk about, travel expense brings to mind the number of state ve- 
hicles traveling the highways of Montana. Many of these vehicles have the 
same point of origin and the same destination but because of lack of liaison 
between departments, or between sub-departments, each vehicle will carry 
only one occupant. I discussed the matter of a vehicle pool with the Budget 
Director who advised that, while the idea was excellent, an efficient pool 
would require a storage and service installation, in order to control check- 
outs. With the shortage of funds, it is not feasible at this time to advocate 
construction of a storage garage. 


We have taken steps to curb some of this vehicle use by sharply re- 
ducing travel expense budgets. I recommend that the Legislature take a 
good, long look at vehicular operation by the departments and if you feel 
it advantageous to the state that one office be given control over all state 
owned automobiles, to be checked out as required, legislation authorizing 
such control be enacted. This would merely be stop-gap legislation, to be 
effective only until a rigid car-pool program could be legislated. 


During the past few years we have had under way, in one department 
or another, a building program of considerable magnitude. Many of these 
buildings were necessary; others were nice to have, but I believe it is time 
the Legislature assumed complete control over all State building programs. 
I believe that in the interest of a more intelligent approach to our hous- 
ing problem authorized buildings presently under construction should be 
completed but a moratorium should be declared on all new building starts 
until a master plan for building construction, can be developed which will 
give consideration to real, not imagined; necessary, and not desired, con- 
struction programs. 


At this point I would recommend that you give consideration to the 
creation of a State of Montana Planning Board, similar to that of Nevada’s, 
to make recommendations to the Legislature of the priority construction of 
all buildings or other construction, land acquisition and site development 
for the State of Montana so that we can have a sound program for planning 
and construction. Such a board would furnish engineering and architectural 
services to all State departments, including the University units and boards 
and commissions, for the construction of State buildings. It would approve 
the architectural design, solicit and let bids for construction, and supervise 
construction or major repairs. 


In addition, plans and specifications for every school built or remodeled 
extensively within the State could and should be checked by such a board. 


The importance of one central agency administering all capital improve- 
ments for the State of Montana is obvious for efficiency, economy, stand- 
ardization, safety, and the progressive, orderly and timely development of 
the State’s capital improvement needs. With all construction channeled 
through one agency, there is no possibility of duplication. 


To meet the demands of a State with the growth potential of Montana, 
long range planning is essential, not only for actual building requirements, 
but for the systematic expenditure of capital outlay as well. The economy 
and practicality of multi-and joint-use buildings can only be planned by one 
agency fully cognizant of the space requirements for every office, agency 
and institution within the State. 


_ Members of the board should be a well-paid highly qualified state en- 
gineer; a well-paid, highly qualified architect; two lay members to serve 
on a per diem basis, and the Governor. 


With the building construction moratorium mentioned, in effect during 
the next two years, the State of Montana Planning Board would study the 
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building needs of the departments, and establish a priority building program 
based on such needs, and would report their findings and recommendations 
to the next Assembly. The Legislature could then intelligently authorize 
construction of buildings where most urgently needed. 


Such a program would save the State of Montana many times the 
capital investment and would be good business. If adopted, the present 
positions of supervising engineer, and building inspector for the Board of 
Examiners should be abolished inasmuch as the Planning Board engineer 
and Planning Board architect would perform the duties of these positions. 
This board would also provide a continuous maintenance and repair 
program. 


A number of state departments such as Fish and Game, the Oil and Gas 
Conservation Commission and the Highway Department operate, free of 
legislative control, on fees authorized by law and collected by them. In 
many of these fee supported boards, bureaus and commissions income has 
been greater than operating costs to the extent that surpluses have been 
created. A small surplus as a cushion in case of emergency is sound busi- 
ness practice. But large surpluses have in almost every case resulted in in- 
creased cost of operation of the department to that point where the sur- 
plus is eliminated and there follows a request for increase in fees to the 
detriment of all Montanans. Thus has been born a vicious and costly cycle. 


I realize that by constitutional provision highway funds cannot be di- 
verted to other uses and that is as it should be if we are to have a sound 
highway program at the least cost possible. I fully appreciate that Fish 
and Game funds, if we are to continue with federal programs, cannot be 
diverted for other uses and I will say now that I am opposed to placing 
Fish and Game receipts in the general fund for appropriation back to the 
department. This money comes from Montana sportsmen and should be used 
for the purposes intended by the people who pay the fees. 


But you and the people of Montana should know that because these 
departments collect and spend their own funds, the Legislature has, in the 
past, exercised control over less than 25% of state government funds. Mem- 
bers of the Legislature are elected by the people; come to Helena to repre- 
sent the people. But more than 75% of state expenditures are made, not by 
legislators, but, by boards, bureaus and commissions and department per- 
sonnel over whom former lawmakers had little or no control. 


To correct this situation every department of government has been put 
on a budget, even though income to a particular department is in excess 
of the amount allotted. 


In most instances decisions as to expenditures by departments with 
fee income have affected only those people directly concerned in the oper- 
ation of the particular department. But in some cases, particularly in the 
purchase of land which is removed from the tax roles, the activities of a 
board or commission can become the concern of all people in Montana. The 
budget for such departments as Fish and Game do not provide funds for 
land acquisition. I realize Fish and Game will be purchasing land for wild 
life propagation and habitat. In the best interest of everyone I believe the 
Legislature should specifically, by legislation, authorize such purchase. I 
have, therefore, requested Fish and Game to determine land needs for the 
next two years and request of the Legislature an appropriation from fish 
and game funds to acquire such needed lands. Thus, at each succeeding leg- 
islative session, the department shall outline money needs for land acquisi- 
tion over and above the budget authorized for operating costs. 


The function of the custodial institution is to provide good—not medi- 
ocre—care, custody and in some cases education for those confined therein. 
Our primary concern is not the convenience of administration; not the 
acquisition of nice but unnecessary equipment. Our primary concern is that 
the individual has good food, good clothing, good housing, good care and 
in those institutions where applicable, good education. 
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Most, if not all, of the administrators of the custodial institutions are 
dedicated individuals giving, in many cases, more of their time and effort 
than the salaries received would warrant. Many of these people are trained 
as professional men and women or are specialists in a particular field. The 
duties of administration have been forced upon them by lack of funds and 
they have administered as best they could according to their own judgment. 
Examination of the fiscal policies of these institutions reveals some errors 
in judgment. In some cases money, which could have been better spent for 
care, custody and education, has been spent for desired but not necessary 
equipment. 


The budget before you provides for reduction of the 1959 budget in 
aggregate allotments to almost all custodial institutions, but you will note 
that funds for care, custody and education have been increased in each of 
these institutions. Salary budgets have been increased by increasing the 
amount of money for this purpose or by reducing the number of adminis- 
trative and employee personnel. The latter approach is consistent with the 
administration’s over-all program of releasing from state employ those per- 
sons whose services are not really needed, and increasing the salaries of 
those retained. 


The following is a brief summary of budgetary action taken and when 
I speak of reductions and increases please keep in mind, such changes are 
in relation to appropriations made by the 1959 Legislature: 


At the Soldier’s Home the administrator requested that his staff be 
increased by eight, from twenty-two to thirty. The budget provides for an 
increase of five and the salaries allowed the twenty-seven employees were 
at the scale requested. The allotment for the purchase of equipment has 
been reduced. The salary of the administrator was increased. The amount of 
money allotted to care and custody was increased. 


The Industrial School budget provides for a reduction in administrative 
costs and for a sharp reduction in the amount to be spent for equipment 
purchases. The budget for repairs of the physical plant has been increased. 
The amount allotted for care and custody of the boys has been substantially 
increased and funds for teaching have been increased. 


The Home for the Aged will receive an increase for care and custody 
and the salary budget is raised. 


The School for the Deaf and Blind has in the past operated on a ratio 
of approximately one teacher to five youngsters. When asked what a real- 
istic ratio would be, the superintendent advised that the national average in 
this type of school was one teacher to eight pupils. The Budget takes rec- 
ognition of the latter ratio and provides for a reduction in staff personnel 
with a salary increase for those retained. New and replacement equipment 
is needed at this institution and funds allotted for this purposes were in- 
creased. The allotment for education was reduced by the reduction in teach- 
ing staff. Funds for operation of the physical plant are the same as before 
and funds allotted for care and custody were increased. The administration 
budget received an increase. 


The Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen shows a glaring example of over- 
staffing. At the time of preparation of this message there were two hundred 
patients in the hospital. At the same time there were two hundred and fifty 
employees on the payroll. It is estimated that during the next two years 
the number of patients will remain approximately the same so the Budget 
provides for a reduction in personnel from two hundred and fifty to one 
hundred fifty-nine. The salaries of those retained are, as in other institu- 
tions, increased. The allotment for purchase of equipment is reduced. A re- 
duction in the number of positions assigned to care and custody from two 
hundred seventeen to one hundred twenty-five will show up as a reduction 
in care ene custody, but actually, with the reduced staff, care and custody 
is increased. 
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The budget for the State Hospital at Warm Springs has been increased 
but again elimination of thirty positions will reflect a decrease in funds 
allotted. Five part-time positions and one full time position have been elimi- 
nated in administration. Salaries of those employees retained are increased. 
A reduction in funds for household supplies was provided as requested and 
the allotment for purchase of equipment was reduced. The food allotment 
was increased; so again, a larger budget is provided for food, care and 
custody of the patients. 


The State hospital receives contributions from relatives of patients. 
In the past this income has been supplemental to the Legislative appropria- 
tion. To strengthen the control of the Legislature over the fiscal policies 
of this institution, I recommend that such contribution revert to the Gen- 
eral Fund for inclusion in the Legislative appropriation back to the institu- 
tion. 


The budget for the Girls’ Vocational school for administration was left 
the same but provision was made for one additional teacher and employee 
salaries were raised. The amount of funds for care, custody and education 
was increased. Allotments for certain needed repairs and for the purchase 
of equipment were increased. 


A staff of one hundred forty-three formerly operated the state prison. 
This has been increased to one hundred eighty-four. The budget provides 
for a staff of one hundred sixty-nine. The administration costs at the insti- 
tution were top heavy as compared to other prison operations and were 
reduced. The budget provides for a reduction in costs of education and train- 
ing, principally through reduction in staff. State subsidization of the ranch 
operation was reduced and funds for equipment purchases were eliminated. 
The allotment for food, care and custody was increased. Under the budget 
program the cost per inmate is comparable with costs in neighboring 
states. I believe favorable consideration of habitual criminal legislation 
could reduce crime in Montana and thereby result in a reduction of our 
prison population. 


The budget for the children’s center at Twin Bridges reduces funds 
for purchase of equipment. The allotment for food, care, custody and edu- 
cation was increased. The number of personnel on the staff was reduced 
and salary increases provided for those retained. You and the people of 
Montana should know that, while we have thought of this institution as an 
orphanage, at the present time only three of the children at the center are 
orphans. The remainder are children of broken homes, children of parents 
who, while short of child abandonment, as defined by law, refuse to provide 
adequately for their children in the home; and in a few cases, children of 
parents, one of whom is deceased. I believe these parents should be com- 
pelled, if their economic situation permits, to contribute a sum equivalent 
to the full cost of caring for and educating their children either at Twin 
Bridges or in a foster home. There is something wrong with a system which 
permits, in so many cases, irresponsible parents absolving themselves of all 
parental obligations by the simple expediency of letting the state take care 
of their children. I recommend that you consider modification of the laws 
defining abandonment to the end that if parents don’t want their children, 
the youngsters can be placed for adoption in a home where they will re- 
ceive the love and affection which is never forthcoming in a state institu- 
tion. If corrective action is taken it might conceivably be possible to some 
day discontinue the operation at Twin Bridges. 


Legislation designed to tighten our marriage and divorce laws could 
have a direct effect upon the number of children thrust upon the general 
public from broken homes and I respectfully urge careful and favorable 
consideration of such bills. 


The budget for the state training school at Boulder as submitted by 
my predecessor provided for a reduction in administration, be reducing the 
number of personnel, in care and custody, in repairs and maintenance, and 
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in education. You will note that by supplemental amendment I have recom- 
mended an increase in funds for care and custody and for education. The 
financial program as outlined in the budget leaves at the end of the bien- 
nium a surplus of approximately two hundred twenty-nine thousand dollars. 
Weighing the risk of a drop in State income against the needs of the 
Boulder institution I believe the latter must prevail and this allocation has 
been made to the training school on a basis of priority. 


During this discussion I have pointed out salary increases for employees 
but I would call your attention to the fact that no salary increases have 
been given to the administrative heads of these custodial institutions. In- 
formation in this message pertaining to overstaffing, which could normally 
be assumed was attributable to poor administration, in some cases was not 
the fault of the administrator. Much of the blame for the overstaffing of 
these institutions rests with those people who have exerted pressures which 
the particular administrator, because of his position, could not resist. I 
believe that the administrative head of a department or institution should 

determine personnel needs, within the limits of his budget for salaries. 


The Budget Director after as complete research as time permitted has 
recommended personnel reductions in most of the custodial institutions. 
Undoubtedly, institution administrators, in the interest of effective and 
economical operation can and will make further reductions in staff per- 
sonnel. In such cases, consistent with the administrative program of cutting 
out unnecessary expense and paying better salaries to those dedicated, pro- 
ductive career peolpe, each administrator should be authorized to apply a 
portion of the money thus saved to salary increases of those employees re- 
tained, including his own. I personally feel that most of our institution ad- 
ministrators are underpaid and, if through efficient operation they can save 
the State money, then a salary increase should be forthcoming before the 
next Legislature convenes. I believe all such salary increases for staff per- 
sonnel and administrators should be in an amount approved by the Gover- 
nor and always within the aggregate salary budget for the institution. 


Allocation of funds for buildings in the budget has been limited to com- 
pletion of buildings already started but as in other departments the budget 
is consistent with the administration’s policy of a moratorium on new build- 
ing construction until such time as needs can be evaluated by a planning 
committee and priorities established. 


You will note a sharp cut in the budgets for the six units of the Uni- 
versity System. The maximum student load at the six units has increased 
approximately 81% in the years 1951 thorugh 1959. The per student appro- 
priation in 1951 was $770.00; in 1959 it was $1,873.00. While enrollments 
were increasing by 81%, appropriations to the six units were 317% higher 
in 1959 than in 1951. 


In the first term of the 1959-1960 college year the student-faculty ratio 
at the University of Arizona was 14.8 students to one faculty member. At 
Colorado State University the ratio was 15.4 to 1. New Mexico University 
21.7 to 1; North Dakota State College 15.7 to 1; and Utah State University 
17.4 to 1. The student-faculty ratio at Montana State College for the same 
1959-1960 fall term was 12.8 students to one faculty member. These are all 
land grant college and universities. I am sorry figures for the 1960-1961 
fall term were not available to me but apparently those for the 1959-1960 
first term were the most current in the National Office of Education in the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare, the source of those quoted. 
I would call your attention to the fact that these ratios are based on first 
term enrollments. Enrollments generally decrease in the second and third 
terms of the college year and such drop would, of course, show on even 
lower student-faculty ratio. 


The budget has provided salary increases as requested by the unit 
presidents. Such allocation of funds has been on the more realistic student- 
faculty ratios of 15 students to one faculty member at the School of Mines. 
17 to 1 at the two large units; and a ratio of 20 to 1 at the other three 
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schools. Buildings under construction can be completed but future building 
programs on each campus will be placed on a priority, based on real need 
and not desire. 


The Board of Education has initiated a study of needs of the six units 
to the end that duplication of courses can be eliminated or held to a mini- 
mum and proliferation within departments of each unit, stopped. The board 
has employed an executive director who will direct his attention to this 
area and board members are to be complimented for this action. 


The taxpayers of Montana have been saddled with the cost of a six-unit 
university system and most people are of the opinion something should be 
dene to correct the situation. A committee on higher education could 
examine our higher education needs and come forward with recommenda- 
tions which would enable us to intelligently evaluate our system and modify 
it to fit our financial capabilities. I recommend provision for such a com- 
mittee. 


When money is available, equipment for all departments and insti- 
tutions should be purchased on a need and priority basis. 


The budget provides for an increase of $3,422,179.00 in common school 
aid. For the first time in many years the state will contribute 100% of its 
share to the foundation program. This will be true only if existing schedules 
are maintained. If there is an increase in foundation schedules then again 
the state’s share under the budget proposal will fall short of full contri- 
bution. If adjustments are necessary in the program to provide more equit- 
able distribution among schools, then I strongly urge that such adjustment 
be made within the limits of allotted funds. As in other departments this 
may mean a two-year period of retrenchment and re-examination of school 
expenditures but if we keep within financial bounds this biennium, I have 
every confidence that future increases in state aid for the foundation pro- 
gram can be made on a 100% basis to the end that our schools in the future 
will be better financed. 


I recommend that the Legislative Assembly take a good look at school 
district reorganization in Montana. School districts are the basis of local 
taxation for our schools, and they are the basis of local control of our 
schools. If we continue to have inefficient local school districts, we will con- 
tinue to have inefficient school systems. 


I understand legislation will be proposed which could eventually cut 
the number of our school districts from around 1,100 down to around 200. 
This is a plan to make larger and more efficient school districts, but has 
nothing to do with the location of schools in the districts. The location of 
schools is a matter left to local trustees. 


The plan calls for duly elected county committees to reorganize dis- 
tricts in each county according to rules and regulations stated in the law. 
This is a voluntary reorganization proposal, subject to a vote of the people 
in each county. 


Over twenty states have already reorganized their school districts, and 
several others are currently in the process of doing so. Reasons for reor- 
ganization of districts are to secure better qualified teachers, to provide im- 
proved educational programs, to provide adequate facilities, a broader tax 
base, more efficient use of teachers, broader curriculums, better in-service 
training for teachers, and more efficient and economical operation. 


Considering future financing of education in Montana I strongly urge 
this legislative body to memorialize congress and the administration to 
enact and approve enabling legislation which will authorize and direct the 
district director of internal revenue in each state to retain a percentage of 
the federal income tax collected in the respective states to be delivered to 
tax collecting departments and thence to education. 


I will not devote any part of this message to other department budgets 
other than to say the general approach has been the same in all cases. 
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The budget submitted by the governor will enable the state to live 
within its income without an increase in tax. However, in dealing with our 
deficit we have two alternative courses of action. One, provide for an addi- 
tional and new tax; two, enact legislation necessary, wherever possible, to 
transfer certain departmental reserve funds to the general fund to be used 
in retirement of the debt. I favor the latter course. 


I would call your attention to the fact that the State of Monana is in 
the hail insurance business. At one time this program was justifiable, but 
today justification of a tax-free state business which furnishes insurance 
at cost to a relatively small number of subscribers is questionable. Private 
insurance companies provide hail coverage and if this is not satisfactory in 
certain areas the federal crop insurance program offers some hail loss 
protection. 


The Legislative Council has recommended abolition of the Hail Board 
and transfer of its duties and functions to the Department of Agriculture. 
I would go one step further and recommend that you abolish the Hail 
Board; take the state out of the hail insurance business and transfer all 
reserve and surplus to the general fund. The hail insurance reserve fund 
is slightly more than two million dollars. It was created by making use of 
the state’s credit and by enjoyment of tax-exempt status. If this fund is 
applied toward reduction of our indebtedness, no additional taxes will be 
needed under the budget as proposed. 


I would further recommend that the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives examine the surplus, reserve or sinking funds in 
other departments to determine if additional funds from such sources can 
be applied in reduction of the deficit and used to provide a cushion in the 
event state income falls below that anticipated. 


With state income, to a large extent, dependent upon economic condi- 
tions, and such income fluctuating as conditions change, I respectfully sug- 
gest that you consider the creation of a commission composed of the budget 
director, the controller, and the chairman of the Board of Equalization, to 
compare reasonable expected tax return against appropriations. In the event 
of a decrease in income, department budgets could be reduced so that we 
can avoid a fiscal deficit. The members of the commission would serve with- 
out pay and their sole purpose would be to keep spending within income 
during the interim betwen legislative sessions. 


I am sure that the members of this Legislative Assembly are fully 
aware of the emergency need to amend certain portions of the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law. But let me urge you to give this matter your im- 
mediate consideration to insure enactment of the corrective measures neces- 
sary early in this session. Legislation must be passed to eliminate payment 
of benefits to the highly seasonal or occasional workers. Benefits must be 
restricted to those individuals who are sincerely attached to the Montana 
labor force for the major portion of the year. Continued payment of bene- 
fits to the so-called marginal worker over the vast three years and nine 
months has destroyed the solvency of the unemployment compensation pro- 
gram and has caused unemployment insurance reserves to drop from $44,- 
317,573.27 on April 1, 1957 to $26,995,860.50 on November 30, 1960. The 
fund balance reached a low of $23,953,607.31 on June 30, 1960 before some 
recovery was experienced during the summer months. The uniform maxi- 
mum tax of 2.7% now imposed on all covered payrolls in this state cannot 
begin to cover the cost of what is being paid out. 


There are other important and needed amendments involving claimant 
disaualifications and more technical provisions which-will be presented and 
will deserve your close attention. The uniform 2.7% tax now paid by Mon- 
tana employers is an extremely serious handicap to our effort to attract 
business into Montana and cannot continue if we are to provide more jobs 
for our growing population. The present benefit payment rate amounts to 
approximately 3.7% of taxable payrolls in this state, and unless amendment 
is enacted to reduce this tremendous cost further, tax increases will be nec- 
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essary. The unemployment compensation program must return to its origi- 
nal objective, to pay benefits to those who are unemployed through no fault 
of their own—the breadwinners who are obligated to work or sincerely seek 
work the year around. 


In the area of workmen’s compensation I recommend a reasonable in- 
crease in weekly benefits. In the past, unreasanoble demands of some labor 
lobbyists have met with stiff resistance from industry representatives with 
the end result that nothing has been done to improve the situation. 


On your desk has been placed a report “The Organization and Admin- 
istration of State Government” as prepared by the Legislative Council. At 
this time I wish to commend each and every member of that council and 
their executive director for their accomplishments in this field. I urge each 
of you to read this booklet carefully from cover to cover. It will give you a 
better understanding of the problem existing under our present govern- 
mental structure and ideas on solutions to many of these problems. 


You will note on pages 15, 16 and 17 of the report that the council is 
critical of the set term appointments whereby the Chief Executive loses ad- 
ministrative control of the departments. 


As pointed out in the report “The Government is vested with the su- 
preme executive power of the state and it is his duty to set to it that the 
laws are faithfully executed. Yet, a number of departments, boards and 
commissions have little or no direct connection with the Governor, and in 
other instances, the lines of authority are not set up clearly .. .” Montana’s 
government is one of boards and commissions. The members come to Helena 
and sit once each month for one, two, three or five days, and then return 
to the pursuit of their chosen avocations. The end result is that in too many 
instances department personnel run the department with little or no execu- 
tive control. Such a situation is not desirable and particularly in fiscal 
matters it can and has had dire fiscal consequences. The Legislature should 
by statute determine policy and activities of every board and commission. 
The Governor should then see that the direction of the Legislature is 
earried out. But, without authority to control the operation of these de- 
partments directly or through the boards or commissions, his hands are 
tied. The greatest weakness in fiscal responsibility lies in the lack of con- 
trol over boards, bureaus and commissions by the Governor. In many in- 
stances board and commission members have recognized incompetence with- 
in their respective departments but have failed to take corrective action 
because their authority to do so has not been clearly defined. 


Sound governmental operations can only be achieved by placing au- 
thority where responsibility lies. 


I, therefore, request you to enact legislation which will repeal all term 
appointments and provide that all persons on the state government payroll, 
except those appointed by elective offices other than the Governor, serve 
at the pleasure of the Governor, tenure and longevity notwithstanding. It 
is not my intention to eliminate tenure and longevity, but I believe it desir- 
able to provide for the removal of incompetent personnel without a court 
action to determine if cause for the removal exists. 


The people of this state are demanding efficiency in government—de- 
manding that departmental spending be controlled—demanding that people 
on the state payroll earn their salaries. Only with the authority I herein 
request can the Governor of Montana implement their demands. I realize 
the tremendous responsibility which accompanies the granting of this re- 
quest and I fully appreciate the political ramifications which necessarily 
go with this authority. That is as it should be. The Governor should attain 
sound opration in that part of the state government under his jurisdiction 
or he should answer to the electorate at the next election. Only in this way 
can we attain our desired objective—etficiency in state government. 


I would direct your attention to that portion of the Legislative Council’s 
report dealing with claim approval procedures wherein the council mem- 
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bers point out that fallacy in the belief that all claims are examined by the 
Board of Examiners. The function analysis and suggestions contained in 
pages 30 through 36 are surely worthy of your study and consideration. 
As pointed out therein the Board of Examiners has the constitutional duty 
to examine unliquidated claims. The duty to examine liquidated claims is 
placed in that board by statute. By statute this duty could and should be 
imposed upon the state controller. As suggested by the council on page 30 
of the report, “Deficiency claims should be certified by the Controller and 
forwarded to the Governor via the Budget Director for transmittal to the 
Legislature. Requests for permission to draw on a future fiscal year’s ap- 
propriation should also be made the responsibility of the Governor. Such 
functions are closely intertwined with budgeting, and were originally as- 
signed to the Board of Examiners when it was responsible for preparing 
the biennial budget. Now that budgeting is the responsibility of the Gov- 
ernor, such allied responsibilities should follow .. .” The Budget Director 
act was good legislation and is good law. The only weakness obvious therein 
would be corrected by these recommendations of the council. 


In order that we can better coordinate the financial operation and ad- 
ministration of our government I recommend that you give consideration 
to the creation or a department of administration and finance as recom- 
mended in the budget message. A number of departments have their own 
bookkeeping and accounting programs. With cut-off dates in many cases 
differing from those of the Controller’s office, reconciliation of expendi- 
tures and balances has been almost impossible. We must have a new and 
modern manual of accounting with special sections provided for the univer- 
sity units and the custodial units. Modern machine operation could provide 
each department with a monthly statement of conditions and thereby end 
the need for separate bookkeeping and accounting sections within the in- 
dividual departments. 


Many departments have purchased thermofax, mimeograph and other 
machines which, because considered the property of that particular depart- 
ment, are used, in many instances, less than 10% of capacity. These ma- 
chines cost money and it is mandatory that the number of units be reduced 
and maximum use be made of those retained by placing them in a central 
machine room in each building. They will thus be available to all depart- 
ments as needed and the costly practice of each department purchasing its 
own can be avoided. 


_ , iam sure most, if not all, of you are familiar with the overlapping of 
jurisdiction between departments. Every such overlapping of jurisdiction is 
costly to the taxpayers and must be eliminated. 


The dairy industry is under the jurisdiction of weights and measures, 
which check containers; the dairy division, which enforces standards; milk 
control board, enforcing price regulations; and the sanitary board, which 
controls licensing at sanitation standards. 


The poultry industry is governed by the Poultry Improvement Board 
in promoting welfare of the industry; by the dairy division which enforces 
the egg law; and by the Livestock Sanitary Board. 


Entomology is under the jurisdiction of the state entomologist and the 
Department of Agriculture. 


Jurisdiction over water rests with the state engineer and the Water 
Conservation Board. 


Conservation is practiced under the Water Conservation Board; the 
Grass Conservation Board; the Soil Conservation Service; Natural Re- 
sources and Development; and the State Forester. 


We have a public employees retirement system and social security; a 
teachers retirement board; and a highway patrol retirement board. 


Taxation and Revenue comes under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
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Equalization; Attorney General; Secretary of State; University System; 
Liquor Board; Highway Commission; Auditor; Board of Health; Department 
of Agriculture; custodial units; Railroad and Public Service Commission; 
Registration of Motor Vehciles; Unemployment Compensation Commission 
and the regulatory boards. 


Claim and warrant processing is done by the Board of Examiners, Con- 
troller, and the Auditor. 


One-fourth of the warrants are machine prepared; three-fourths are 
hand prepared. 


This duplication and failure to make use of the best procedures is cost- 
ing the Montana taxpayers money. Money ill-spent in this area is denied 
those departments so badly in need. I strongly urge you to consider the rec- 
ommendation of the Legislaivte Council that we consolidate our departments 
into twenty; and the recommendation of the Budget Director that we have 
only eighteen major departments. With such consolidation of departments 
headed by competent, well qualified administrators we will have taken the 
greatest step toward government efficiency. 


Preparation of a sound budget within a relatively short time has been 
a tremendous undertaking and I wish to compliment the Budget Director 
and his staff for a job well done. 


A great deal of publicity has been given to prices paid for highway 
right-of-way and corrective legislation should be enacted to expedite the 
road construction program in Montana. If changes are made in eminent do- 
main statutes they should be on a basis of equity for the land owner and 
for the state, to the end that the state can obtain right-of-way at a fair 
price while the landowner receives full value for his property. 


Any legislation which will protect our great surface and underground 
water resources should be given careful and favorable consideration. In 
reaching decisions on measures which might have any bearing on construc- 
tions of dams, for the production of hydro-electric energy, or for irrigation, 
the governing factor should be “What is good for Montana.” If this state 
is to grow, we must ever be in a position to assure new and growing in- 
dustries that we have available, or a ready potential for, an adequate supply 
of water and power. If we stand idly by and see federal dams built with no 
reservation of power and water, then we have given away our birthright 
to the detriment of present and future generations of Montana citizens. 


At this time I wish to commend the Montana members of the Columbia 
Valley Compact Commission for the time and effort they have spent in this 
program. That such efforts have been fruitful is evidenced by the fact that 
the compact agreement, as signed by negotiating commissions of the seven 
states, provides that a major portion of at-site power is reserved to Mon- 
tana, and this state may share in the remainder of the power generated 
with the downstream states, such sharing to be based upon need at the time. 
The agreement further provides for a reservation of water through the year 
2010. 


I recommend due consideration of the legislation providing for adoption 
of the compact agreement. The declaration of policy set forth in the 
compact could possibly have an effect upon the allocation of hydro-electric 
energy from the Libby dam and it would be advisable to take action on 
this legislation as soon as possible. 


Montana is considered to be a mining state but today very few of our 
small mines are in operation. One must suppress with considerable stern- 
ness the suspicion that too many federal congressmen are more concerned 
with metal production in foreign countries than in our domestic operations. 
Placing Montana mines back in production would give a substantial lift to 
our economy by providing employment so sorely needed in the mining sec- 
tions of the state. Consideration should be given to any recommendatory 
legislation, in the form of memorials to Congress, which move this indus- 
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try out of the doldrums. You might consider what effect an increase in 
metals depletion allowance might have upon mining operations in Montana. 


Any program for the future of Montana must assure business, industry, 
and agriculture of a healthy tax climate and a sound state government. Re- 
search facilities at the various university units are being used to assist in 
our economical development. This program should be encouraged and de- 
veloped to the end that the timber products industry can, with new uses 
for their product, flourish and provide more jobs for sawmill employees. 
Many sawmills are closed; others are working four days per week. The in- 
dustry needs a shot in the arm and any research program which will stim- 
ulate the economy of the industry will be beneficial to all of Montana. 


Personnel at the State College are making a study of the feeding in- 
dustry potential in Montana. 


The State Planning Board has been carrying on a program of attracting 
outside industries to Montana. This program should be accelerated because 
out of expanding and new industries will come the jobs we so desperately 
need to assure our working force of full employment. 


Any self-help program which will aid agriculture, business or industry 
should receive your careful and favorable consideration. 


I mention these things in this message with the thought that members 
of this body may come up with new ideas which will bolster our economy. 


In the field of labor-management relations differences between the 
parties have usually not had too great an impact on our general welfare. 
However, the recent strike had far-reaching effects upon the economy of 
the entire state. This was not a matter which concerned only the active 
participants; it touched people across the length and breath of this com- 
monwealth. The welfare of the general public became involved. For this 
reason and for the protection of the union members involved I would suggest 
legislation to provide for a mediation board with representation from labor, 
management and the general public to make final efforts to bring the 
parties into agreement, and in the event this failed, to hold a secret ballot 
strike election, to determine if the union members did or did not want a 
strike called. I am thinking in terms of a “bill of rights” for the protection 
of the rank and file union member. Such a board would not in any way inter- 
fere with the union’s right to strike; it would merely assure the member- 
ship and the general public that the strike, if voted, was the will of the 
members. By having representation on such a board, the general public 
would be in a better position to evaluate the claims of the disputants to the 
end that both parties involved would bend a little to accomplish a settle- 
ment. Any such legislation would necessarily have to conform to federal 
labor-management statutes. 


You well may receive requests from some counties to raise millage 
limitations. For the protection of the taxpayers in every county I would ask 
you not to be stampeded into taking such action until the reclassification 
and reappraisal program is completed. Real property taxes are at the sat- 
uration point and any program which increases the tax burden on farm 
and ranch land and improvements, commercial real property, and homes, 
could have a depressing effect on future economic development and growth. 
While the State of Montana is carrying out a fiscal retrenchment it might 
be well for the counties to cut the waste out of their government operation 
to the end that the hard-pressed taxpayer can get some relief. It will avail 
the Montana citizen little, if any reduction in cost of state government is 
rendered ineffective by an increase in cost of county government. We need 
economy and efficiency at every level of government. 


Existing apportionment figures if applied to future legislative represen- 
tation would result in a greater number of members in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Additional members means added cost of legislative operation, 
and the obvious question would be, “Where would you seat the new mem- 
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bers?” Any substantial increase in membership of this house would require 
additional floor space. For that reason I suggest for your consideration in 
enacting apportionment legislation that you adopt a factor which will pro- 
vide for a House membership of 94—and no more. 


The 1957 Legislative Assembly, at the urging of public employees, 
eliminated Saturday as a work day and established a five-day, forty-hour 
week. It was the intent of that Legislature, as evidenced by discussion in 
committee and on the floors of the two houses that each employee would 
work forty hours per week. It has become a common practice for many 
county and state offices to stagger the hours of personnel so that each 
employee works only thirty-five hours or less. If there was ever evidence of 
over-staffing within departments this practice makes it prima facie. If 
the Legislature intended public employees to work a five-day forty-hour 
week and if this intent is not clear, then corrective legislation should be 
enacted so that all departments employ personnel on the same work basis. 


The 36th Legislative session provided for a civil rules commission to be 
appointed by the Supreme Court for the purpose of recommending rules of 
practice and procedure in our courts with a view to simplifying judicial pro- 
ceedings and promoting the speedy determination of litigation upon its 
merits. The commission was appointed, made a thorough study of the rules 
as they applied to Montana practice and have made their report which 
will be forwarded to this legislative session for its action. I strongly recom- 
mend that a bill for adoption of these new rules as recommended by the 
civil rules commission be passed. The citizens of Montana and particularly 
those involved in litigation will benefit by the measure. 


In speaknig of court procedures I think it is incumbent upon me to 
compliment our Supreme Court for cleaning up its backlog of cases and 
maintaining a current calendar. 


The Montana State Advertising Department Advisory Board has re- 
quested an increase in appropriation from the Highway Department ad- 
ministrative fund. Expenditures of the advertising department have been 
well utilized with commensurate results and I respectfully urge favorable 
consideration for a reasonable increase. Advertising of the good things in 
our great state is just good business. With closer cooperation between the 
advertising department and the present State Planning Board, the value 
of a good advertising program will, I am sure, be reflected in industrial 
growth, as well as increased tourist business. This request was made after 
the Highway Department budget was established and, therefore, I have 
shown it as a supplemental amendment to the budget as drafted. 


Bills dealing with interstate education compacts, highway traffic safety, 
public welfare, child welfare, juvenile problems, public health and other 
matters may come to your attention and will be deserving of your careful 
considerations. 


I have dwelled at length on fiscal matters because I sincerely believe 
the future of Montana depends upon a sound state financial policy, business 
and industrial growth, and full employment with the resultant prosperity. 
I fully appreciate that some of my recommendations may offend some peo- 
ple, may seem harsh to others. Figures used herein are not meant to em- 
barrass anyone. My sole purpose in such use is to prove that an effective 
streamlining program can be carried out. 


We want Montana to be known as the greatest State in the Union in 
which to live, work, raise and educate our children. If this Legislature 
leaves Helena, having provided funds for government operation for the 
next biennium; having picked up the tab on supplemental appropriations, 
and having arranged for payment of the State deficit; as well as taking 
care of other necessary legislation; without one cent of increase in taxes; 
it will go down in history as one of our truly great law-making bodies. If 
it succumbs to political pressures to the detriment of our future it will have 
failed the people of Montana. 
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The decision is yours to make. May God give you and me the strength, 
courage, and intelligence to do those things good for Montana. 


It was moved by Senator Nixon, and carried, that one thousand cop- 
ies of the Governor’s message be printed and distributed to the mem- 
bers of the House and Senate, and to other state offices and interested 
parties. 


The Governor having been escorted from the chamber, it was moved 
by Senator Nixon, president pro-tem, that the joint assembly be dis- 
solved and that the members of the Senate return to the Senate cham- 
bers. 


The joint assembly having dissolved, the House resumed business. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair.

House Joint Resolution No. 7, introduced by Jensen (Lake), Loman, 
Rygg, Lundgren, Spahr: A joint resolution of the Senate and House 
of Representatives directing the Montana highway commission to adopt 
the policy of establishing and maintaining roadside parks at convenient 
locations along present highways and along highways to be constructed 
in the future.

House Joint Memorial No. 13, introduced by Bardanouve, Cerovski 
A Joint Memorial to the Honorable Mike Mansfield and Lee Metcalf, 
Senators from the State of Montana, and the Honorable Arnold Olsen and 
James Battin, representatives from the State of Montana, the interior 
committees of the United States House and Senate and the secretary of 
the interior, requesting that the national park service be directed to sur- 
vey that part of the Missouri river lying between Virgelle and Fort Peck 
dam for the purpose of establishing a national park in this area. Referred 
to Committee on Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations. 
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House Joint Memorial No. 14, introduced by Barnard, Bardanouve: A 
Joint Memorial of the House of Representatives and Senate of the State

House Bill No. 329, introduced by Twedt, Schwinden, Bradford: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 84-4905, Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, as amended by section 1, chapter 260, Montana Session 
Laws of 1955, pertaining to adjusted gross income for income tax pur- 
poses, to include amendments to date to section 62 of the internal revenue 
code of 1954 and add as income certain patronage dividends, refunds and 
rebates, and allocations of reserve to patrons from cooperatives, whether 
paid in cash or otherwise, provided such patronage dividends, refunds 
and rebates and allocations or reserve represent additional sales pro- 
ceeds from a marketing cooperative or repayment of deductible expense 
item by a purchasing cooperative, whether such instruments have a 
present market value or not and required notification to patron of the 
dollar amount of such allocation, and repealing all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 330, introduced by Anderson (Yellowstone), Hazel- 
baker, Broeder, Cerovski, Bradford: A bill for an act entitled: “An act 
to provide a comprehensive revision, consolidation and classification of the 
laws of the State of Montana relating to the supervision, regulation and 
control of motor carriers transporting property and/or persons upon the 
public highways of the State of Montana for hire or for a commercial 
purpose; revising and defining the supervisory and regulatory jurisdic- 
tion of the board of railroad commissioners over the operations of such 
motor carriers; providing for the enforcement of this act and establish- 
ing penalties for the violation of this act; classifying and defining motor 
carriers and providing exemption from this act for certain types of 
transportation and limiting the regulation of private carriers; establish- 
ing certain requirements for the safety, insurance and identification of 
motor vehicles operated by motor carriers; prescribing the conditions on 
which the various classes of motor carriers shall operate upon the 
public highways of the State of Montana and requiring certain certifi- 
cates and permits for such operations; providing for the application of 
this act to motor carriers in interstate commerce; providing for hearings, 
notice, orders and other regulatory procedures, and providing for judicial 
review of regulatory actions; providing for the imposition and collection 
of licenses and fees; establishing requirements for the filing and modi- 
fication of rates and charges by motor carriers; providing for an effective 
date for this act; repealing sections 8-101 through 8-130 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 331, introduced by Murray: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act relating to future interests and the suspension of power of 
alienation and the period of time during which an interest may be 
destroyed; to provide that future interests will be void in their creation, 
which suspends the absolute power of alienation for a period of time 
longer than twenty-one (21) years after some life in being.” Referred to 
Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 332, introduced by Murray: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to repeal section 67-406, R.C.M. 1947, as amended by sec- 
tion 1, chapter 213, Session Laws of 1959, relating to the suspension of 
the absolute power of alienation; to provide the period in which absolute 
power of alienation can be suspended.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 333, introduced by Murray: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to provide the period of time during which an interest may be 
destroyed.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


__ House Bill No. 334, introduced by Murray: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to provide when interests must vest and to establish the 
American common law rule against perpetuities.” Referred to Judiciary 
Committee. 
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House Bill No. 335, introduced by Murray: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to amend section 11-2707, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, and section 11-2708, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, providing 
for a term of two years for members of the board of adjustment, and 
providing that the county may institute actions and proceedings under 
this act.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 386, introduced by Stimatz: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 40-4601 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
as amended, relating to issuing of title insurance policies; providing that 
no title insurance policy will be issued by a licensed abstract company 
unless based upon a written attorney’s opinion; providing that licensed 
and practicing attorneys may issue title insurance policies based upon a 
review of pertinent title records; providing what shall be deemed title 
insurance; and repealing of all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 337, introduced by Beam, Anderson (Yellowstone), 
Haines: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 66-801, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by section 1, chapter 20, 
Laws of 1955, and to amend sections 66-803 and 66-806, Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, relating to the practice of cosmetology, and requiring one 
(1) year of practice or teaching before obtaining a manager-operator 
license, and requiring a high school diploma or equivalent before ob- 
taining an operator’s license, and provide additional requirements relative 
to the establishing of minimum prices.” Referred to Committee on Pub- 
lic Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 338, introduced by Healy: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 16-1001, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, re- 
lating to powers of supervision of boards of county commisisoners; pro- 
viding that said boards shall have power to pay proper charges for in- 
demnity insurance; repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with; providing effective on passage and approval.” Referred to Judiciary 
Committee. 


House Bill No. 339, introduced by Emmons, Haines, Mernin, Lom- 
bardi, Sullivan (Silver Bow): A bill for an act entitled: “An act to 
prohibit the employment by the State of Montana or any political sub- 
division thereof, or any county, city, town or school district, of persons 
receiving retirement payments; and providing an effective date.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Labor and Compensation. 


House Bill No. 840, introduced by Lucas, Jensen (Lake), Abel, 
Bradford: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend sections 32-701, 
32-702, 32-703, 32-704 and 32-711 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to public bridges; redefining the words public bridge to include 
all drainage structures within the corporate limits of any city or town 
of this state; that the proceeds of the special bridge tax levied and col- 
lected on taxable property situate within the corporate limits of any 
city or town shall be paid over to said city or town for its use in the con- 
struction, maintenance and repair of public bridges and streets within 
said city or town; providing that the city or town council, or other gov- 
erning body, shall have the management and control of all bridges situate 
within the corporate limits of said city or town; repealing sections 32-705, 
32-707 and 32-712 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and all acts and 
parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Townships 
and Counties. 


House Bill No. 341, introduced by Hazelbaker, Haughey: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend section 75-3413, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, relating to school transportation; providing for reimburse- 
ment to school districts and county high schools from the state public 
school equalization fund; and containing a repealing clause.” Referred 
to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 342, introduced by Beam, Wayrynen, Hazelbaker, Em- 
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mons, Broeder: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 
31- 130, R.C.M. 1947, and 31-135, R.C.M. 1947, relating to application 
for drivers’ licenses and issuing’ of licenses to provide that every appli- 
cation for licenses shall contain a photograph of the applicant in con- 
formity with such rules and regulations as the Montana highway patrol 
board shall prescribe; to provide further that the licenses shall contain 
a photograph of the operator or chauffeur in accordance with such rules 
and regulations as the Montana highway patrol board shall prescribe; 
to provide for an increase in the license fee from three dollars ($3.00) 
to three dollars and twenty-five cents ($3.25).” Referred to Committee 
on Highways. 


House Bill No. 343, introduced by Pierce, Lundgren: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend section 79-1202 of the Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, by providing therein that moneys of the public employees 
retirement fund and of funds subject to investment as designated by the 
teachers retirement board may be invested in land and real property pur- 
chase agreements with the state highway commission subject to the 
limitations of any statutes authorizing such agreements; repealing all 
acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith; and providing that this act 
shall be in full force and effect from the date of its passage and ap- 
proval.” Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 344, introduced by Pierce, Lundgren: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to authorize the state highway commission, the 
board of administration of the public employees retirement act and the 
retirement board of the teachers retirement system, subject to the ap- 
proval of the state board of land commisisoners, to enter into agreements 
and arrangements for the purchase of lands or other real property by 
such boards for the future use of the state highway system; providing 
that not more than ten per cent (10%) of the funds of any such board 
may be used for such purposes at any one time; providing for the re- 
purchase of such property by the highway commission from such retire- 
ment boards; authorizing negotiations for the payment of a negotiated 
annual percentage in addition to the original purchase price by the state 
highway commission to such boards; providing that the state highway 
commission shall have management and control of such property prior to 
payment to such board; authorizing the contracting for management of 
such properties prior to their use in highway construction; and repealing 
all acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith; and providing that this 
act shall be effective from the date of its passage and approval.” Referred 
to Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 345, introduced by Broeder, Cerovski: <A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend section 58-615, replacement volume 
number three (3) of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 258 of the Laws of 1955 relating to a fee on motor 
trucks, truck tractors, trailers, semitrailers, house trailers and busses 
operating over and upon the highways of the State of Montana; provid- 
ing for an adjustment of fees on motor trucks, truck tractors operated 
singly or in combination with trailers, semitrailers, and/or semitrailers 
and full trailers; providing three gross vehicle weight fee schedules to 
be designated as schedules ‘A’, ‘B’, and ‘C’; providing for payment of 
gross vehicle weight fees on motor ‘trucks, truck tractors operated singly 
or in combination with trailers, semitrailers, and/or semitrailers and 
full trailers, said fees to be based on total gross weight and not the num- 
ber of units or combination of units; providing for an additional fee of 
$50 for every 2,000 pounds or fraction thereof that any vehicle or com- 
bination unit weighs in excess of 76,800 pounds; providing for payment 
of a fee upon motor vehicles converted to living quarters; providing the 
gross weight fee for combinations of twenty-four thousand (24,000) pounds 
or less shall be paid when annual registration fees are paid; providing 
that the gross weight fee on combinations in excess of twenty-four thou- 
sand (24,000) pounds may be paid in quarterly installments only if such 
total fee exceeds one hundred dollars ($100.00); providing for an increase 
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from one dollar ($1.00) to two dollars ($2.00) of the additional fee for 
quarterly payments; repealing section 1 of chapter 251 of the Laws of 
1955, relating to the payment of gross vehicle weight taxes on power 
units of three unit combinations of vehicles; providing this act shall be 
effective from and after January 1, 1962, and repealing all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Highways. 


House Bill No. 346, introduced by Kolar: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act amending section 84-6008, R.C.M. 1947 relating to taxation of 
migratory personal property; to provide that merchandise assessment 
shall be governed by the merchants’ and manufacturers’ inventory act and 
to exempt motor vehicles of all nonresident migratory bona fide workers 
when used for transportation.” Referred to Committee on Ways and 
Means. 


House Bill No. 347, introduced by Kolar: A bill for an act entitled: 
“ “The merchants’ and manufacturers’ inventory act’; changing the pro- 
cedure for assessing the inventory of merchants and manufacturers by 
requiring them to list the average value of their inventory in each month 
of the previous year as estimates of inventory for the current taxable 
year, and by requiring the assessor to base the assessment on the average 
value of the inventory.” Referred to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 348, introduced by Haughey, Anderson (Yellowstone): 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 84-1504, Revised 
Codes of Montana 1947 to provide a definition of gross income in the 
computation of corporation license tax.” Referred to Committee on Ways 
and Means. 


House Bill No. 349, introduced by Adams, Lundgren, Rosell, Lord: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to establish uniform procedures for 
changing school district boundaries; defining terms; defining powers of 
‘county superintendents to effect boundary changes; providing fiaitatione 
on the formation of new districts; providing for petitions; providing for 
protests; providing for hearings; providing for elections; providing for 
appeals to county commissioners; providing for procedures in joint dis- 
tricts and proposed joint districts; providing for issuance of orders by 
county superintendents; providing for dissolution and annexation of dis- 
tricts; providing for transfer of territory between districts; providing for 
dates effecting transition periods and boundary changes; providing for 
conducting affairs of old districts; providing for interim trustees; pro- 
viding for the election of new trustees; providing for transfer of rec- 
ords, funds and property to new trustees; requiring new district to 
operate school or become void; providing for apportionment of funds 
and indebtedness; providing for bonded indebtedness to remain with 
territory incurring same; providing for liability of old and new dis- 
tricts; providing for notice to state board of equalization; repealing 
sections 75-1805, 75-1806, 75-1807, 75-1808 75-1809, 75-1810, 75-1813, and 
75-1814, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and all conflicting acts and parts 
of acts; and fixing an effective date.” Referred to Committee on Educa- 
tion. 


House Bill No. 350, introduced by Picard: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 4-101 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, 
relating to the policy of liquor control of the state, by removing from the 
classification of ‘liquor’ beer and malt liquor containing more than four 
per centum (4%) of alcohol; section 4-301 of the Revised Codes of Montana 
of 1947, relating to the policy of the state regarding beer, by removing 
references to beer, porter, ale, stout and malt liquors containing more than 
four per centum (4%) of alcohol as ‘liquors’; section 4-302 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to definitions in the beer act, by re- 
moving the limitation of alcoholic content in the definition of ‘beer’; section 
4-308 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to manufacture and 
sale of beer, by removing the exclusive privilege granted the Liquor Control 
Board to sell ale, porter, and stout containing more than four per centum 
(4%) of alcohol; section 4-341 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, 
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relating to beer license fees, by providing an additional annual license fee 
to be paid by wholesalers selling beer, ale, porter, and stout containing more 
than tour per centum (4%) of alcohol; section 4-358 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana of 1947, relating to limitations on advertising of beer, by re- 
moving the prohibition against advertising beer containing more than four 
per cent (4%) of alcohol; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in con- 
tlict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and 
Safety. 


House Bill No. 351, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to municipal bonds and indebtedness; 
amending sections 11-2311 and 11-2312, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that at 
least fifty per cent (50%) of the qualified taxpayers shall vote on a ques- 
tion of issuing a bond, instead of forty per cent (40%), and to provide that 
at least forty per cent (40%) of the qualified real estate taxpayers shall 
be included in order to have a valid election on such question.” Referred to 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 352, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to county finance—bonds and warrants; 
amending sections 16-2027 and 16-2028, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that at 
least fifty per cent (50%) of the qualified taxpayers shall vote on a ques- 
tion of issuing a bond, instead of forty per cent (40%), to provide that at 
least forty per cent (40%) of the qualified real estate taxpayers shall be 
included in order to have a valid election on such question.” Referred to 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 358, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to qualifications and privileges of electors; 
creating a new section to be known as section 23-312, R. C. M. 1947, to pro- 
vide that at least fifty per cent (50%) of the qualified taxpayers shall vote 
on a question of issuing a state bond or debenture, increasing the rate of 
taxation or incurring state debts, and to provide that at least forty per cent 
(40%) of the qualified real estate taxpayers shall be included, in order to 
have a valid election on such question.” Referred to Committee on Ways 
and Means. , 


House Bill No. 354, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to the conduct of elections concerning pub- 
lic bond issues, tax levies or indebtedness; creating a new section to be 
known as section 23-1229, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that “taxpayer” and 
“real estate taxpayers” ballots shall be used; to provide that certain voters 
shall receive such ballots according to the property upon which they pay 
taxes; to provide for descriptions to be placed on ballots, and to provide that 
“real estate taxpayer” ballots shall be counted separately.” Referred to 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 355, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to qualifications and privileges of electors; 
amending section 23-304, R.C. M. 1947, to provide that the county clerks, 
when preparing poll books, shall stamp the words ‘real estate taxpayer’ op- 
posite the names of some electors, instead of the word ‘taxpayer’.’”’ Referred 
to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 856, introduced by Rygg, Lundgren, Picard: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to school district bonds; amending section 
75-3914, R.C. M. 1947, to provide that at least fifty per cent (50%) of the 
qualified taxpayers must vote on a question of issuing a bond, instead of 
forty per cent (40%), and to provide that at least forty per cent (40%) of 
the qualified real estate taxpayers shall be included in order to have a valid 
election on such question.” Referred to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 357, introduced by Blewett, Murray, Stimatz: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act granting the Supreme Court power to prescribe 
rules and regulations concerning the admission of attorneys at law to prac- 
tice before the courts of the State of Montana; repealing section 93-2001, 
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section 93-2002, section 93-2003, section 93-2004, section 98-2005, section 
93-2007, and section 93-2015 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act.” Referred to Judiciary 
Committee. 


House Bill No. 358, introduced by Aasheim, Cerovski, Kvaalen: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend sections 75-1728, 75-1815, 75-1816, 
75-3618, 75-4533, 75-4534, 75-4535 and 75-4602, and to repeal section 75-4536, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to joint school districts; designat- 
ing officials responsible for budget purposes; requiring reports to be made 
to officials in all counties concerned; providing procedures for budgeting; 
providing a method for determining the levies required; providing for dis- 
tributing county funds to joint districts; providing a formula for county 
equalization; providing for fixing tax levies; providing for apportioning 
financing responsibility for a joint district high school in a high school dis- 
trict; containing a repealing clause; and fixing an effective date.” Referred 
to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 359, introduced by Hawks: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 80-201, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and sec- 
tion 80-210, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947; providing for the change in 
name of the Montana State Tuberculosis Sanitarium; and providing for the 
care and custody of geriatrics, seniles and old soldiers at the Montana State 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium.” Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 360, introduced by Mernin, Schwinden: A bill for an act 
entitled: ““An act providing for the establishment of the state public build- 
ing insurance fund; providing for a supervisor thereof; that all public build- 
ings and contents thereof with certain exceptions are deemed insured by 
said fund against loss by fire, etc.; providing for valuation of all property 
deemed insured, and the duties of the State Auditor in connection there- 
with, providing for reporting of losses, how determined and paid; providing 
it is unlawful to insure any of said buildings with any commercial or private 
insurer; providing for payment from said fund to fire department relief 
associations; providing an appropriation of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars ($250,000) for said fund; providing for cancellation of policies and 
return of unearned premiums; providing penalties, a severability clause, a 
repealing clause, and an effective date.” Referred to Committee on Ap- 
propriations. 


House Bill No. 361, introduced by Daniels: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act authorizing and empowering the State Board of Examiners of the 
State of Montana to sell and convey certain lands situate in Powell County, 
Montana, described as the “Valiton Ranch”, said “Valiton Ranch” being 
more particularly described in instruments recorded in Book 22, Deed 
Records of Powell County, Montana, at Pages 42, 44, and 168; to the best 
interests of the State of Montana; providing for appraisal of said land; 
providing for notice of sale; providing costs of sale and expense incidental 
thereto to be paid out of the proceeds of the sale; and providing the 
net proceeds of the sale to go to the general fund; and providing for an ef- 
fective date and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 
Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 862, introduced by Pierce, Picard, Anderson (Yellow- 
stone): A bill for an act entitled: ‘“‘An act to amend section 25-236 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the fees of coroners and 16-3408 
of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to stenographers of 
coroners for counties having a population by the latest federal census 
enumeration of 45,000 or more, to provide that in counties having a popula- 
tion of 40,000 or more by federal census enumeration, the coroner shall re- 
ceive a salary of not to exceed five thousand four hundred dollars 
($5,400.00) per annum together with mileage, in lieu of all fees, providing 
that in such counties the salaries of coroners and their stenographers shall 
be fixed by the county commissioners; repealing all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict therewith; and providing for an effective date.” Referred to 
Committee on Townships and Counties. 
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House Bill No. 363, introduced by Picard, Laas, Jensen (Lake): A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to create regulations for the awarding of con- 
tracts by the State of Montana, agencies thereof, political subdivisions 
thereof, school districts and other public corporations; providing for pref- 
erence for Montana residents and for products manufactured and produced 
in this state; defining the word ‘resident’; providing penalties and repealing 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith; containing a severability 
clause and an effective date.” Referred to Committee on State Administra- 


tion. 


House Bill No. 364, introduced by Reed, Anderson (Yellowstone), John- 
son, Lucas, Rosell: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 
66-802, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, pertaining to the practice of cos- 
metology by exempting cosmetological artists who demonstrate for the 
benefit and instruction of cosmeticians.” Referred to Committee on Public 
Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 365, introduced by Bradford, Conklin, Keller: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend 94-2425, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that 
no single race track or racing facility shall be used for more than any 
period of time exceeding thirty (30) racing days in any one calendar year.” 
Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 366, introduced by Reed, Johnson, Lucas: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend section 66-808, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, pertaining to licensing qualifications in cosmetology by requiring ap- 
plicants to have a high school education and a diploma from a registered 
beauty school; providing that vocational trainees have eighteen months to 
complete the beauty course; eliminating apprentice licenses.” Referred to 
Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 367, introduced by Reed, Anderson (Yellowstone), John- 
son, Lueas, Rosell: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 
66-816, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, pertaining to renewal of licenses 
and certificates by providing for a penalty for late renewal.” Referred to 
Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 368, introduced by Johnson, Keller, Rosell, Reed, Kolar: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 14-529 Revised Codes 
of Montana 1947, to provide that rural electric cooperatives and rural tele- 
phone cooperatives must file their rates and rate schedules with the Public 
Service Commission and may not charge rates which have not been filed 
with the Public Service Commission; to provide that such rates filed with 
the Public Service Commission shall be matters of public record and shall 
be posted in public places; to provide that rates charged by rural electric 
and rural telephone cooperatives in effect on the effective date of this act 
shall remain in effect until changed by such rural electric and rural tele- 
phone cooperatives; to provide that rural electric and rural telephone co- 
operatives may change rates in effect on the effective date of this act and 
may fix new rates after the effective date of this act by filing such rates 
with the Public Service Commission ten days prior to their effective date;

House Bill No. 369, introduced by Johnson, Reed, Rosell: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend section 66-806, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, pertaining to the power of the State Board of Beauty Culturists to 
approve price agreements by allowing the board to initiate new or changed 
agreements and providing for hearings and notice.” Referred to Committee 
on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 370, introduced by Rosell, Lucas, Reed, Johnson, Keller: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 66-804, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, pertaining to the organization of the State Examining 
Board of Beauty Culturists by changing the name of the board and the 
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qualifications of the board members.” Referred to Committee on Public 
Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 371, introduced by Blewett: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to appropriate money for payment of the share of this state of the 
expenses of the national conference of commissioners on uniform state laws, 
and for travel expenses of the commissioners on uniform state laws, for the 
period beginning July 1, 1961, and ending June 30, 1963.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 872, introduced by Kvaalen, Reed: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to amend section 75-3612, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to the foundation program for elementary and secondary schools; 
providing schedules for determining the foundation program amounts for 
all schools; defining terms; establishing conditions for application of sched- 
ules; and containing a repealing clause.” Referred to Committee on Edu- 
cation. 


House Bill No. 3738, introduced by Reed, Kvaalen: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to appropriate money to provide additional funds for the 
operation of the public schools of the State of Montana for the period be- 
ginning July 1, 1961, and ending June 30, 1963; providing for the distribu- 
tion of said funds for the credit of the various school districts of the state 
on the basis of average number belonging, and the manner of such distribu- 
tion; providing that none of said funds shall be distributed in excess of the 
foundation program needs of any school district; and providing that the ap- 
propriations herein shall be valid notwithstanding the provisions of the 
budget act.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 874, introduced by Reed, Kvaalen: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to appropriate money for the state public school equalization 
fund and providing for the manner of distribution thereof for the period 
beginning July 1, 1961, and ending June 30, 1963; and providing that the 
appropriations herein shall be valid notwithstanding the provisions of the 
budget act.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 375, introduced by Kvaalen, Bardanouve: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act providing that the per diem allowance and mileage 
of members of the Legislative Assembly, President of the Senate and

Redemption may be 
made by paying the original tax without the payment of penalty and in- 
terest on such delinquent taxes, if such redemption is made on or before 
May 31, 1962.”

A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend 94-35-256 Revised Codes of 
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Montana, 1947, prohibiting false representation to procure workmen; pro- 
hibiting the employment of professional strikebreakers in place of em- 
ployees involved in a labor dispute by a person or agency not directly in- 
volved in the labor dispute, and prohibiting the employment of persons so 
recruited or furnished; prohibiting the recruitment of or advertising for 
employees to take the place of employees engaged in a labor dispute with- 
out stating that the employment offered is in place of employees involved 
in a labor dispute; repealing conflicting act; providing for an effective 
date.”’ Referred to Committee on Labor and Compensation. 


House Bill No. 379, introduced by Stimatz: A bill for, “An act to 
amend section 11-3830, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended, so as 
to require a public hearing before any revision is made in any master plan 
once adopted by a city-county planning board and board of county commis- 
sioners.”

House Bill No. 380, introduced by Pierce (by request), Picard, Swanz, 
Wayrynen, Spilde: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 
4-117 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, by providing for a discount in 
the amount of five per cent (5%) to be allowed upon purchases made by 
retail liquor licensees from Montana state liquor stores, providing for an 
effective date of this act, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict therewith.” Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and 
Safety. 


House Bill No. 381, introduced by Sullivan (Silver Bow), Stimatz, 
Harper, Emmons: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to make it unlawful 
for any person, partnership or firm or corporation to add any fictitious or 
phantom charges to any of the natural resources or products of the State 
of Montana that is processed, refined or manufactured in the State of 
Montana and sold in Montana; to prescribe penalties for noncompliance to 
make noncompliance punishable by a fine of not less than $1000.00 or one 
year imprisonment or both and on second offense shall be fined or jailed, 
or both and suspended from doing any further business in Montana.”

(Lake), Loman: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 32-1123, 
Replacement Volume Number Three (8) of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, as amended by section 1, chapter 250 of the Laws of 1955, as amended 
by section 1, chapter 221 of the Laws of 1959, relating to size and weight 
of motor vehicles operating over and upon the highways of the State of 
Montana, by providing that no single truck shall have an over-all length in 
excess of forty (40) feet; providing that no tractor, semitrailer, full trailer

House Bill No. 408, introduced by Blewett, Lewis: A bill for an act en- 
titled: ‘An act to amend section 32-1616 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, by adding a provision granting authority to the State Highway Com- 
mission to lease or rent excess real or personal property and providing that 
the landowner from which such property was acquired shall have first right 
and option to rent or lease such property; repealing all acts or parts of 
acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Highways. 


House Bill No. 409, introduced by Barnard, Bardanouve: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act relating to relocation of facilities of utilities in con- 
nection with highway work; amending section 1, chapter 254, Laws of 1957, 
compiled as section 32-1625, R.C.M. 1947, to require a utility to own in 
fee the right of way or other property upon which its facilities are located 
before the state may pay for any costs of relocation of such facilities.”

shall be withheld from public inspection but open to inspection by the par- 
ties and their attorneys and certain child custody institutions or agencies; 
to provide that persons having a legitimate interest, can with court consent 
inspect certain records; to provide for inspection of records by governmental 
and private agencies and institutions conducting pertinent research studies; 
to provide that names and pictures of children shall not be made public by 
anv medium of public information, except as authorized by court order.”

House Bill No. 416, introduced by Loman, Cerovski, Reed, Rosell, 
Higham, Hawks, Hibbard: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend sec- 
tion 10-611, R.C. M. 194%, relating to conduct of hearings of juvenile cases 
to provide that the geveral public sbeH be excluded from the hearings; to 
provide for appointment of counsel for children and parents or guardians of 
children, in certain cases; axd to allow courts to establish appropriate pro- 
cedures for hearings in cases of violation of traffic laws or ordinances.”

House Bill No. 417, introduced by Schwinden: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 84-406, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947. relating 
to asessment and the time of assessment of property and motor vehicles by 
the assessor, except property assessed by the State Board of Equalization; 
providing that motor vehicles for sale by dealers shall be assessed as mer- 
chandise, and requiring dealers to file a description of each motor vehicle 
with the assessor; exempting motor vehicles from tax where there is con- 
clusive evidence that the motor vehicle tax had been paid in another state

proving penal or reformatory buildings; amending section 94-35-152.15, as 
enacted by chapter 162, Laws of 1953, by requiring the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles to pay $1.00 for license plates and identification tags; providing 
for the depositing of fees in the industrial revolving fund; containing a re- 
pealing clause.” Referred to Committee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 422, introduced by Loman (by request), Schwinden (by 
request): A bill for an act entitled: “An act authorizing the Board of State

“An act to amend section 40-3918, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as en- 
acted by section 345, chapter 286, Laws of Montana of 1959, relating to the 
conversion on termination of eligibility of group life insurance policies by 
providing that an employee’s insurance shall not cease nor shall premiums 
be increased because of his retirement; repealing all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict herewith, and providing an effective date.” Referred to Commit- 
tee on Business and Industry. 


House Bill No. 426, introduced by Bardanouve, Schwinden: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act amending section 92-1105, R.C.M. 1947, relating 
to the industrial insurance fund to provide that if in any year the premiums 
in any class exceed disbursements, the industrial accident board shall reduce 
employers’ premiums proportionately.” Referred to Committee on Business 
and Industry. 


House Bill No. 427, introduced by Bardanouve, Schwinden: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to except unemployment compensation contribu- 
tions by employers from the wages of minors, in their employ, by amending 
section 87-109, R.C. M. 1947, as amended by section 3, chapter 171, Session 
Laws of 1957.” Referred to Committee on Business and Industry. 


House Bill No. 428, introduced by Bashor: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to require all persons, firms and corporations drilling water wells 
to properly plug and abandon such wells when use thereof has ceased; de- 
claring violation to be a public nuisance; and authorizing the county at- 
torney to investigate and abate.” Referred to Committee on Business and 
Industry. 


House Bill No. 429, introduced by Abel, Eskildsen: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act relating to fishing and hunting licenses; creating a section 
to be known as section 26-202.2, R.C. M. 1947, to permit patients of Fort 
Sheridan Veterans Administration Hospital in Wyoming to fish and hunt 
game birds without a class A or B or B-1 license.” Referred to Committee 
on Fish and Game. 


House Bill No. 430, introduced by Bentz, Johnson, Schye, Stearns, 
Spilde: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend sections 41-901, 41-903, 
41-904, R. C. M. 1947, relating to the State Board of Arbitration and Con- 
ciliation, to provide for a change in name and term of office of such board, 
to increase the compensation and provide qualifications and additional 
duties for the clerk of said board, to provide additional authority and duties 
and responsibilities for mediation of labor disputes, to establish procedures 
and facilities for elections by secret ballot, providing for certification and 
decertification of bargaining units, providing penalties for violations, auth- 
orizing injunctive relief, repealing conflicts, and providing effective date 
for the act.’”’

“An act to amend section 94-35-125, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as 
amended; providing that open-pit mines, shafts, drifts or cuts of a depth 
greater than ten (10) feet must be fenced; providing penalties for failure 
to fence; providing treble damages to adjoining property owners for dam- 
ages caused to their property by such open-pit mines, shafts, drifts or cuts.” 
Referred to Judiciary Committee. 


House Joint Resolution No. 11, introduced by Loman, Hibbard, Reed,

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following bills were introduced, read first and second times, 
and referred to committees: 


Substitute House Bill No. 310, introduced by the Judiciary Committee: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the creation of special 
improvement districts including areas outside towns or cities and includ- 
ing areas within incorporated towns, cities and rural areas; to own and 
operate television translator stations; provide a method to tax all persons 
who use such stations; for the levy and collection of such taxes; provide 
for the operation, management and control of such districts; the accep- 
tance of gifts of property or money; for the exemption of certain persons 
from the provisions of the act; penalties for the violation of the act and 
repealing all acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to the Committee on 
Bills. 
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Senate Bill No. 181, introduced by McKeon, Reardon: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act relating to the right of eminent domain; providing 
that if the power of eminent domain is ever exercised to acquire inter- 
ests in the surface of property to mine and extract ores, metals or min- 
erals located beneath or upon the surface of property, the decree shall 
be granted only on condition that the plaintiff simultaneously protects 
the public in the immediate area by agreeing to meet certain specified 
conditions.” Referred to the Committee on Business and Industry. 


Senate Bill No. 158, introduced by Siderius, McKenna (Fergus), Cash- 
more, Edwards: A bill for an act entitled: “An act relating to aid of 
disabled elector at an election; amending section 12-1213, R.C.M. 1947, 
to require judges who assist such elector to so certify on the official 
register, instead of on the ballot, in order to protect the secret ballot 
of the elector.” Referred to Committee on Constitution, Elections and 
Federal Relations. 


Senate Bill No. 132, introduced by Harken (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend section 31-147, R.C.M. 1947, relating 
to authority of board to suspend or revoke license; striking the word 
‘revoke’ from title of section; authorizing board to suspend license or 
driving privilege of person who falsifies application for license; author- 
izing board to issue probationary license to unsafe drivers as is shown 
by driving record; providing that board shall determine restrictions for 
such probationary license and requiring licensee to obey restrictions; 
establishing term of probation; requiring licensee to surrender all cur- 
rent licenses and authorizing board to suspend for refusal or neglect to 
surrender such licenses; providing that all acts or parts of acts in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.” Referred to Committee on Highways. 


Senate Bill No. 178, introduced by McKeon: “A bill for an act amend- 
ing section 92-104, Revised Codes of Montana of 1947 as amended by 
chapter 231 of the Laws of Montana of 1959, relating to the salary of the 
appointed member of the industrial accident board and repealing all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on State 
Administration. 


Senate Bill No. 98, introduced by Cotton, Groff, Cumming: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend section 75-3612 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana of 1947, as amended by chapter 241, Laws of 1955, chapter 251, 
Laws of 1957, and chapter 267, Laws of 1959, providing that if a high 
school having an ANB of twenty-four (24) or less for three consecutive 
years is not approved as an isolated high school, then it shall receive no 
state equalization aid, and amending section 75-3617 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana of 1947, and providing that approval by the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, and containing a repealing clause.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Education. 


Senate Bill No. 112, introduced by McKeon, Reardon, Brenner, Brown- 
field: A bill for an act entitled: “An act relating to and providing for 
the acquisition by eminent domain of interests in the surface of property 
to the extent necessary to mine and extract ores, metals or minerals by 
the owner thereof when the same are located beneath or upon the sur- 
face, the title to which is vested in others, and to amend sections 93- 
9902 and 93-9903 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by 
the Laws of Montana of 1953 and 1955, relating to the right of eminent 
domain, and repealing all acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Business and Industry.

STATE OF MONTANA 383 


House Bill No. 92, introduced by Schwinden: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to submit to the electors of Montana an amendment to 
the Constitution of Montana to eliminate the constitutional status of state 
and county boards of equalization by deleting specific references in the 
Constitution to such boards by repealing section 15, article XII and by 
amending sections 9 and 16, article XII.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 9, article XII of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9. The rate of taxation on real and personal property for 
state purposes, except as hereinafter provided, shall never exceed two 
and one-half mills on each dollar of valuation; and whenever the tax- 
able property of the state shall amount to six hundred million dollars 
($600,000,000) the rate shall never exceed two (2) mills on each dollar 
of valuation, unless the proposition to increase such rate, specifying the 
rate proposed and the time during which the rate shall be levied shall 
have been submitted to the people at the general election and shall have 
received a majority of all votes cast for and against it at such election; 
provided, that in addition to the levy for state purposes above provided 
for, a special levy in addition may be made on livestock for the purpose 
of paying bounties on wild animals and for stock inspection, protection and 
indemnity purposes, as may be prescribed by law, and such special levy 
shall be made and levied annually in amount not exceeding four mills on 
the dollar (matter deleted) as may be provided by law.” 


Section 2. Section 16, article XII of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 16. All property shall be assessed in the manner prescribed 
by law except as is otherwise provided in this constitution. The franchise, 
roadway, roadbed, rails and rolling stock of all railroads operated in more 
than one county of this state shall be assessed (matter deleted) and the 
same shall be apportioned to the counties, cities, towns, townships and 
school districts in which such railroads are located, in proportion to the 
number of miles of railway laid in such counties, cities, towns, townships 
and school districts.” 


) Section 3. Section 15, article XII of the constitution of the State of 
Montana is repealed. 


Section 4. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
State of Montana as provided by law, there shall be printed on the ballot 
the full title and the first three (38) sections of this act and the following 
words: 


“T] For the above amendment and repeal 


[] Against the above amendment and repeal.”

There shall be elected at the general election in each county 
of the state one county attorney, whose qualifications shall be the same as 
are required for a judge of the district court, except that he must be over 
twenty-one years of age, but need not be twenty-five years of age, and 
whose term of office shall be four years (matter deleted), and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. He shall have a salary to be fixed 
by law, one-half of which shall be paid by the state, and the other half by 
the county for which he is elected, and he shall perform such duties as may 
be required by law.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot as pro- 
vided by chapter 11 of title 23 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as 
amended (matter deleted) and there shall be printed on such ballot the 
title of this act and the following words:

voting for members of the legislative assembly, and the persons respectively, 
having the highest number of votes for the office voted for shall be elected;

lientenant-governor as a unit and may not vote for the governor or lieu- 
tenant-governor separately. “(Matter deleted)” If two or more shall have 
an equal and the highest number of votes for any one of said offices the 
two houses of the legislative assembly, at its next regular session, shall 
forthwith by joint ballot, elect one of such persons for said office, provided 
that the governor and lieutenant-governor thus elected by the two houses 
of the legislative assembly shall be of the same political party. The returns 
of election for the officers named in section 1 shall be made in such manner 
as may be prescribed by law, and all contested elections of the same, other 
ea provided for in this section, shall be determined as may be prescribed 
y law.’ 


Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November, 1962, which shall have printed thereon 
“Constitutional Amendment to provide that the Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be of the same political party,” followed by all of section 
2 of article VII of the Constitution of the State of Montana as proposed 
by this act. There shall also be printed on said official ballot, below the 
said section, squares and the words as follows: 


[] For the foregoing Amendment to the Constitution. 
[] Against the foregoing Amendment to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an “X” in 
the first square above printed and each elector who rejects it shall mark 
an “X” in the second square. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this amendment above pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials, and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation and 
the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Constitu- 
tion from and after the date of such proclamation.

Senate Bill No. 67, introduced by Hibbs, Cumming, Durkee: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors of Montana an 
amendment to the constitution of Montana to eliminate the constitutional 
status of justice of the peace courts by deleting certain specific references 
to such courts in the constitution by amending sections 8 and 23, article 
III and sections 1 and 34, article VIII and by repealing sections 20, 21, 22, 
28 and 24, article VIII.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 8, article III of the constitution of the State of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 8. Criminal offenses (matter deleted) shall, in all courts 
inferior to the district court, be prosecuted by complaint. All criminal 
actions in the district court, except those on appeal, shall be prosecuted by 
information, after examination and commitment by a magistrate, or after 
leave granted by the court, or shall be prosecuted by indictment without 
such examination or commitment, or without such leave of the court. A 
grand jury shall consist of seven persons, of whom five must concur to 
find an indictment. 


A grand jury shall only be drawn and summoned when the district 
judge, shall, in his discretion, consider it necessary and shall so order.” 


Section 2. Section 23, article III of the constitution of the State of 
Montana, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 28. The right of trial by jury shall be secured to all, and 
remain inviolate, but in all civil cases and in all criminal cases not amount- 
ing to felony, upon default of appearance, or by consent of the parties 
expressed in such manner as the law may prescribe, a trial by jury may 
be waived, or a trial had by any less number of jurors than the number 
provided by law. (matter deleted) In all civil actions and in all criminal 
cases not amounting to felony, two-thirds in number of the jury may ren- 
der a verdict, and such verdict so rendered shall have the same force and 
effect as if all such jury concurred therein.” 


Section 8. Section 1, article VIII of the constitution of the State of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The judicial power of the state shall be vested in the senate 
sitting as a court of impeachment, in a supreme court, districts courts, 
(matter deleted) and such other (matter deleted) courts as the legislative 
assembly may establish (matter deleted).” 


Section 4. Section 34, article VIII of the constitution of the State of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 34. Vacancies in the office of justice of the supreme court, 
or judge of the district court, or clerk of the supreme court, shall be filled 
by appointment, by the governor of the state, and vacancies in the offices 
of county attorney, and clerk of the district court, (matter deleted) shall be 
filled by appointment, by the board of county commissioners of the county 
where such vacancy occurs. A person appointed to fill any such vacancy 
shall hold his office until the next general election and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. A person elected to fill a vacancy shall hold office 
nes the expiration of the term for which the person he succeeds was 
elected.” 


Section 5. Sections 20, 21, 22, 23, and 24, article VIII of the consti- 
tution of the State of Montana are repealed. 


Section 6. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
State of Montana as provided by law there shall be printed on the ballot the 
full title and the first five sections of this act and the following words: 


“[] For the above amendment and repeal.

WHEREAS, it is desirable in American society that a person be judged 
by his individual merit and not on the basis of his race, color or creed; and 


WHEREAS, a person who is given the equal opportunity to develop 
his skills in the classrooms also should have the equal opportunity to acquire 
social friendships without the handicap of discrimination; and 


WHEREAS, some universities and colleges in the United States have 
refused to recognize fraternities or sororities which foster such discrimina- 
tion, and it is desirable that similar action be taken in Montana, 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the State of Montana: 
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That the state board of education, ex officio board of regents, be re- 
quested to refuse to officially recognize any fraternity or sorority at any 
unit of the university of Montana that is governed by a charter that denies 
membership based upon a person’s race, color or creed. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the board of education provide a 
three year grace period after notice to the fraternities and sororities to 
allow them to conform to such ruling. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent 
by the secretary of state of Montana to each member of the state board of 
education and to the executive secretary of the university of Montana.

WHEREAS, this financial support should be distributed to the districts 
by means of an equalization formula; and 


WHEREAS, although the current foundation program is basically 
sound, it has weaknesses which cause inequity and misunderstanding; and 


WHEREAS, the current program is so complex in its structure and 
operation that the average person has extreme difficulty in understanding 
its theory or application; and 


WHEREAS, factors which create or tend to create inequities in the 
foundation program, either of themselves or by inter-relation with other 
factors include the following: 


(1) Inequality of valuation and assessment of property among the 
various counties; 


(2) The granting of budgeting authority to school districts as a con- 
comitant of increases in foundation program schedules; 
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(8) The failure of the state to provide sufficient money to meet its 
full share of the foundation program, resulting in the imposition 
of ‘“‘state deficiency” levies; 


(4) The absence of appropriate provisions which would permit adjust- 
ment for anticipated enrollment changes in determining entitle- 
ment under the program; 


(5) The 50% limitation on state participation in the foundation pro- 
gram, which, as the program now operates, deprives many school 
districts of the benefit which should result from a state equaliza- 
tion level of 100%; 


(6) Schedules in the foundation program which do not fairly take into 
account the relative costs of education in schools in various en- 
rollment categories, 


NOW, THEREFORE, Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives 
of the State of Montana: 


That the House of Representatives request the Governor to appoint a 
committee, representative of groups and individuals interested in and con- 
cerned with elementary and secondary education, to make a thorough study 
of the foundation program, to develop a plan for the simplification of the 
program and the elimination of inequities therein, and to prepare and sub- 
mit to the 38th Legislative Assembly proposals for corrective legislation.

WHEREAS, the members of the House of Representatives of this 
Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly desire to pause in their delibera- 
tions to recognize and pay homage to these distinguished citizens of our 
state, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That a copy of this Me- 
morial be entered upon the Journal of the House of Representatives, and 
that original copies thereof, be signed by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, the Majority Floor Leader of the House of Representa- 
tives, and the members of the Necrology Committee and sent to the 
widow or surviving relative and copies placed on file with the Secretary 
of State and the Historical Society of the State of Montana: 


JOHN B. BOURASSA 


John B. Bourassa served in the House from Daniels County in the 
1943 session and in the Senate in the 1945 and 1947 sessions. He had 
been a county commissioner, a state liquor inspector out of Miles City 
and chief field agent for 14 years of the Montana Land Board. He was 
a Farmers Union fieldman when he died on a hunting trip in Meagher 
County November 8, 1959, at the age of 64. 


Mr. Bourassa and his wife were hunting north of Fort Logan. They 
had obtained their game and were preparing to leave the area when 
their car stalled on a country road. Mr. Bourassa was stricken unexpectedly 
and died seconds later. His wife gave him artificial respiration but was 
unable to revive him. She spent the remainder of the night at the scene 
and early next morning sought assistance by walking 11 miles to the 
nearest ranch where she could notify the Coroner at While Sulphur 
Springs. 


Survivors include the widow Aurora, three sons and three daughters. 


GEORGE T. BOOTH, SR. 


George T. Booth, Sr., served in the House from Cascade County in 
the 1915 and 1917 sessions. A Democrat and former Great Falls alder- 
man, he operated a confectionery store for 49 years before moving to 
California in 1956. He died at Sacramento, California, March 30, 1960, 
at the age of 91. 


J. L. DAVEY 


J. L. Davey was born in Murray Harbor, Prince Albert Island, Can- 
ada in 1885 and first came to the United States in 1902. He worked 
as a jeweler in Boston. He returned to Canada in 1910 and engaged in 
the dry cleaning business in Saskatchewan. 


In 1915, Mr. and Mrs. Davey settled on a ranch 18 miles north of 
Wolf Point and started the Davey Tailor & Dry Cleaning Shop in town. 
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He also worked as a carpenter and helped erect several business places, 
as well as the pontoon bridge south of town in 1916. 


He was known for his charitable work and among his chief charities 
was the providing of education for several Wolf Point youths. He was a 
charter member of the Wolf Point golf club in 1924. 


Mr. Davey served in the House of Representatives in the 1941 through 
1945 sessions. He passed away in Glencoe, Minnesota in December, 1960 
and is buried in his birthplace. 


ELDON J. FREED 


Eldon J. Freed served in the House from Petroleum County in the 
sessions of 1929, 1981 and 1938. A Democrat, he was the second manager 
of Petroleum County. He also served as county superintendent of schools 
and assessor. He taught school at Moore, Geyser and Yellowstone before 
homesteading in what is now Petroleum County in 1912. Mr. Freed died in 
Winnett September 18, 1959, at the age of 76. . 


ALLEN GOODGAME 


Allen Goodgame of Libby, Montana was born in Athens, Texas, the 
oldest of seven children. He left his home in 1916 and never returned 
to his home after that. 


Mr. Goodgame never married but he was always interested in the 
education of children and followed the teaching profession in several 
states. 


When he came to the Libby area he went to work in the woods for 
Bud Feenan. 


He represented Lincoln County in the 1951, 1953, and 1955 sessions. 
He was an avid stamp collector and spent considerable time at this hobby. 


He is survived by a brother, Wayne Goodgame of Brady, Texas, and 
two sisters in Texas. 


AUGUSTUS H. GRAY 


Augustus H. Gray served in the House from Cascade County in the 
1907 and 1909 sessions. A Republican, he was an Indiana school teacher 
before becoming a lawyer. He was a deputy county attorney, Great Falls 
city attorney and a federal bankruptcy referee. Gray died in Great Falls 
June 9, 1959, at the age of 86. 


H. CLAY GROFF 


H. Clay Groff served in the House from Ravalli County in the 1909 
session and in the Senate in the 1911, 1913, 1935, and 1987 sessions. A 
Democrat, he was the father of Ravalli County’s present senator, William 
A. Groff. The senior Groff taught school before joining the Farmer’s 
State Bank in Victor of which he was an officer. In 1915, he served on 
the United States Mint Commission. Groff died in Hamilton June 24, 
1959, at the age of 90. 


H. C. Groff was born January 4, 1869, in Tillamook, Oregon and 
was married to Julia V. Smith on December 31, 1902. 


They came to the Bitterroot Valley in 1877 and the early years 
were spent in ranching and running sheep until he became interested in 
teaching and, later banking. 

GEORGE W. GUSTAFSON 
George W. Gustafson represented Blaine County in the House in the 
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1927 session and in the Senate in the 1929 and 1931 sessions. An exten- 
sion agent in Jefferson, Blaine and Big Horn counties he became county 
agent supervisor in 1946 and state coordinator of the Rural Firefighters 
Service in 1947. Later he was agricultural advisor to the Hashemite gov- 
ernment in Jordan. A Republican, he died in Bozeman May 3, 1960, at 
the age of 72. 


DAVE J. HAGERTY 


_ Dave J. Hagerty, a retired Milwaukee Railroad employee, died in 
Miles City in January, 1961. 


He served Custer County as a representative in the 1933 and 1935 
sessions. 


He is survived by his widow Lucile, who resides in Santa Cruz, Cali- 
fornia. 


STEPHEN A. HOLT 


Stephen A. Holt served in the House from Custer County in the 1919 
session and in the Senate from Powder River County in the 1929 and 1981 
sessions. A Republican, he had been master of the Masonic Grand Lodge 
and head of the Montana Pharmaceutical Association. The one time 
mayor of Ekalaka ran a drug store in Broadus from 1920 until his re- 
tirement in 1943. He moved to Billings in 1950 and died there February 
16, 1960, at the age of-85. 


CHARLES A. LEMMON 


Charles A. Lemmon served in the House from Deer Lodge County 
in the 1913 through 1919 sessions and in the sessions of 1928 and 1925. 
A Democrat and one time president of the Montana Society of Engineers 
he went to Anaconda in 1905 as chief civil engineer of the Butte, Ana- 
conda & Pacific Railway. He began service with the Anaconda Company 
at the smelter in 1916 and was assistant manager when he retired in 
1956. He died at Anaconda November 4, 1960, at the age of 78. 


MICHAEL J. LOUGHRAN 


Michael J. Loughran was dean of the House with 11 sessions from 
Silver Bow County, starting in 1989. Democrat Loughran died in Butte 
January 13, 1960, at the age of 72. A mining engineer by profession, 
he had been county surveyor and city engineer. 


Mike Loughran was born in Virginia City, Nevada in 1887 and moved 
to Butte, Montana in 1892 with his parents. He attended Butte schools 
and in 1909 he received a degree in engineering from the Montana School 
of Mines. 


He worked for the Anaconda Company during his college years and 
in 1910 was in the testing department of the Anaconda Reduction Works. 


From 1919 to 1931 he was Silver Bow County Surveyor and from 
1931 to 1935 he was Butte City Engineer. 


At the time of his death he was the oldest Democratic member in 
the House of Representatives in point of continuous service. 


Survivors include his widow, Minnie, a son, Jim Loughran of Butte, 
and daughter, Mrs. Robert Love of Princeville, Oregon. He was a member 
of the Elks Lodge in Butte, and Butte Council Knights of Columbus. 


BEN B. MILES 


Ben B. Miles represented Sweet Grass County in the 19383-1984 regu- 
lar and special sessions and in the sessions of 1987 and 1939. A Republi- 
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can, he was minority leader in 1939. After moving to Gallatin Gate- 
way from his native Missouri when he was 17, he homesteaded in 1892 
on newly opened lands on the Crow Indian Reservation. He moved from 
Big Timber to Opportunity, Washington, in 1953 and died at Spokane 
January 9, 1960, at the age of 90. 


LEONARD W. MOEN 


Len Moen, a longtime resident and prominent business man of Cul- 
bertson, died in Polson, Montana, January 3, 1961. 


Mr. Moen was born in 1899 at Church’s Ferry, North Dakota and 
came to Montana with his parents in 1906 where they homesteaded in 
the Culbertson area. 


He was attending Montana State College when he entered the armed 
forces for World War I. He also served in World War II. Returning 
from the first war, he moved back to Culbertson and went into the gro- 
cery and hardware business. He served as mayor of Culbertson from 
1932 through 1940. He represented Roosevelt County in the 1945 session. 


In 1959 the Moens moved to Polson and undertook a grocery and 
cabin business, called Moen’s Village. 


Surviving are a widow, Harriet in Polson, and three daughters and 
two sons. 


SAMUEL E. MOSS, SR. 


Samuel E. Moss, Sr., represented Custer County in the 1939 session. 
A Democrat, he was labor coordinator and safety engineer for the Mon- 
tana Highway Department in 1949-1953 and also was a member of the 
State ees Commission. Moss died in Miles City May 6, 1960, at the 
age of 78. 


G. FRED MUNDY 


G. Fred Mundy served in the House from Hill County in the 1935 
session and in the Senate from 1941 through 1947 sessions. He operated 
a rolling mill at Gildford from 1915 to 1948, then wrote insurance until 
retiring in 1954 and moving to Havre where he died January 24, 1960, 
at the age of 70. 


JOSEPH N. NASS 


Joseph N. Nass served in the House from Valley County in the 1938 
1934 regular and special sessions and in the 19438 session and was a 
senator in the 1935 and 1937 sessions. A Democrat, he opened the first 
motel at Glasgow in 1930 after having been in the drygoods business in 
ree and Idaho. He died at Glasgow in early October, 1960 at the age 
re) ; 


BEN HE. NELSON 


Ben E. Nelson passed away in 1960 while visiting relatives in Los 
Angeles. 


Mr. Nelson was a freight and passenger agent in Malta and from 
1919 to 1933 he was postmaster of that town. During the construction 
of Fort Peck Dam he served as a land purchasing agent. When he re- 
tired in 1959 he was employed by the Alexander Film Company in Kalis- 
pell. He served his county as its representative in the 1925 and 1927 
sessions of the Legislature. Survivors include a widow, Olga, a daughter, 
a son and three sisters. 


STUART H. NICHOLSON 
Stuart H. Nicholson served in the House from Sweet Grass County 
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in the 1927 and 1929 sessions. A Democrat and businessman at Melville, 
McLeod and Big Timber, he once was an auditor for the State Liquor 
Control Board. He died in Big Timber May 4, 1960, at the age of 71. 


WILL H. NORTHEY 


Will H. Northey, a retired rancher and real estate salesman, died in 
Billings, February 10, 1961. 


_ He was born in Blue River, Wisconsin and married Josephine Mc- 
Kinnon in August of 1905 in Wyndmere, North Dakota. They came to the 
Big Coulee area south of Ryegate in 1909. 


Will Northey was elected to the state Legislature from Golden Val- 
ley in 1921 where he had served as county assessor for eight years and 
also as a member of the Ryegate school board. 


In 1943 he moved to Billings and became a real estate salesman. He 
was a member of the First Church of Christ, Scientist and was also a 
member of the Mother Church in Boston. He was also a member of the 
Masonic Lodge and a Past Master of the Ryegate Masonic Lodge. 


Surviving are the widow, two daughters, Mrs. D. L. Stearns of Minne- 
apolis and Mrs. Alfred Thiel, Seattle, and a sister. Mrs. Janie Baker of 
Duvall, Washington, and three grandchildren. 


JOHN OLIVER 


John Oliver at the age of 88 years passed away in Ekalaka in Febru- 
ary of 1960. 


He was born in Neosha, Missouri and in early childhood was taken 
to Sonoma County, California where he lived until April of 1880 when 
his parents moved to Madison County near Virginia City and homesteaded 
near Ennis, Montana. 


John Oliver was educated in Montana, and during his junior year at 
Wesleyan University, he obtained his teacher’s license. He was ordained 
a Methodist minister in August, 1898, at Anaconda, Montana. His first 
pastorate was Ekalaka and he served in the communities of Park City, 
Forsyth and Inston. 


In 1904, after the death of his first wife, he married Marie Foster 
and the survivors of that marriage are three sons and two daughters. 
Survivors of the first marriage are two sons living in California. 


In 1927 he married Amy Rockfort who lives in Ekalaka. 


He is known as the Father of Carter County, Montana which he 
helped organize. 


Mr. Oliver served as Fallon’ County representative on the Progressive 
Party in 1915 and 1917. 


He was a member of the Legislative Committee:on Towns and 
Counties when Carter and Wheatland Counties were created in the Fif- 
teenth General Assembly. 


He represented Carter County as its senator in 19238, 1925, 1935 and 
1937. He was their House member in 1941, 1943, 1945, 1947 and 1949. 
He was a lifelong Republican and at one time was mentioned as a 


possible candidate for the Republican nomination to the United States 
Senate. 


FRED H. PADBURY 
Fred H. Padbury was born at Marysville, attended school there, and 


graduated from Helena High School and the Denver School of Pharm- 
acy. He operated the Parchen Drug Company for 25 years in Helena. 
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Fred Padbury served in the House of Representatives from 1985 
through 1939 and 1943 through 1947. He served as Lewis and Clark 
Senator during the 1949 and 1951 sessions. 


For a brief time Fred resided at Havre, Fort Benton, and Great 
Falls. Most of his life was spent in Helena where he was identified with 
business, political, civic, and social activities. Recently, after the sale 
of his drug store, he operated a real estate and insurance business. 


He died in Tuston, California while visiting at the home of his son, 
Robert, on January 22, 1961. 


Other survivors include his widow, Garnette Oliver Padbury, a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Monty Oliver in Seattle, and six grandchildren, a brother, his 
mother and numerous nephews. 


JULIUS M. PETERSON 


Julius M. Peterson represented Valley County in the 1935 session. 
A Democrat, he was in charge of the National Youth Administration pro- 
grams in Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Utah and Wyoming in 1985-1942. He 
was secretary-treasurer of the Montana Farmers Union in 1948 and a 
school principal at Dixon, Nashua and Hinsdale. He died in Great Falls 
April 10, 1959, at the age of 76. 


ROBERT J. PHILLIPS 


Robert J. Phillips served six terms in the House from Fergus County 
in the 1945 through 1957 sessions. A Republican, he was a rancher and 
a six-year County Commissioner. Phillips died in Lewistown November 
15, 1960, at the age of 69. 


Bob Phillips was born in Lewistown, Montana in 1891 and was a 
lifelong resident of Fergus County. He graduated from Fergus County 
schools and then attended Montana State College and Montana State 
University. 


ie married Cora Geary at Lewistown in 1916. 


He homesteaded in the South Moccasin Mountains area and was 
active in both the Brooks and Heath communities where he became a 
well-known figure. He also served on the local PCA for 1942-1956. 


Bob was a member of the Presbyterian Church, Elks Lodge, Masonic 
Lodge and the Al Bedoo Shrine. 


He is survived by his widow Cora, two sons, Samuel and Robert, and 
daughters Sylvia, Mary and Katherine, and nine grandchildren. 


LISLE D. POWELL 


Lisle D. Powell was one of four Powder River County ranchers killed 
in a fiery plane crash near Wilsall July 21, 1959. Republican Powell 
served in the House in the 1953 through 1959 sessions. A former county 
commissioner, he was 74 when he died en route home to Biddle from an 
appearance before the State Highway Commission in Helena. 


WILLIAM HARRISON REEDER 


William H. Reeder served from Gallatin County in the House in the 
1957 and 1959 sessions. The Bozeman farmer-rancher died at Rochester, 
Minnesota, February 21, 1960, shortly after announcing his candidacy for 
Democratic nomination to the Montana Railroad and Public Service Com- 
mission. He was 55. 


Harrison Reeder was born in Browington, Missouri in 1905 and came 
to Montana as a youth where he received most of his education. 
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Mr. Reeder was active in the Belgrade Masonic Lodge as well as 
Algeria Shrine and Eastern Star. He was a member of the Bozeman 
Elks Lodge and Bozeman Eagles Fraternal Organization. 


He had affiliated while in college with Kappa Sigma Fraternity. 


He was a lifelong Democrat and represented Gallatin County in four 
sessions. 


Surviving are his widow Grace, a son, Howard of Gallatin Gateway, 
a daughter, Mrs. Roland Mosher of Augusta, and four grandchildren. 


Also surviving are his parents. a brother and two sisters. 


HERBERT D. ROLPH 


Herbert D. Rolph was Speaker of the House in the 1937 session and 
assistant speaker in 1935. The only man in Farmers Union history to head 
branches in three states, he served in the House from the 1929 through 
1937 sessions. The Liberty County Democrat was FU president in both 
Montana and Oregon, then headed the combined Oregon-Washington group. 
The former national FU vice president died at Portland. Oregon December 
2, 1959, at the age of 70. 


WILLIAM M. RUFFCORN 


William M. Ruffcorn served in the Senate from Valley County in the 
1927 through 19381 sessions after House service in the 19238 and 1925 ses- 
sions. He was majority floor leader in his final House term. A Republi- 
can, he was state relief administrator in 1934-1935. Ruffcorn, a lawyer 
and ranch and grain elevator operator, died in Rochester, Minnesota, 
November 18, 1960, at the age of 79. 


EDWARD J. SETTLE 


Edward J. Settle served in the House from Wheatland County in 
the 1943, 1945 and 1947 sessions. The longtime Martinsdale area rancher 
died November 21, 1959, at the age of 67. 


GEORGE H. SHANLEY 


George H. Shanley served in the House from Cascade County in the 
1987 session. A Democrat and longtime president of the State Board of 
Architectural Examiners, he lived in Kalispell and Butte before moving 
to Great Falls in 1909. He designed the Civic Center in Butte, Finlen 
Hotel in Butte and the $50 million Army Winter Training Camp at Yellow- 
stone Park. Shanley died in Great Falls November 4, 1960, at the age 
of 85. : 


JAMES H. STEWART 


James H. Stewart served in the House from Meagher County in the 
1919 regular and special sessions and in the Senate in the 1921 and 19238 
regular and special sessions. The one time rancher near White Sulphur 
Springs was a member of the Montana Board of Equalization in the mid- 
1930s. He died December 25, 1959, at West Point, New York, at the age 
of 89. 


EDMOND G. TOOMEY 


Edmond G. Toomey served in the House from Lewis and Clark County 
in the 1935 through 1941 sessions and in the Senate in the 1943 session. 
A Republican, he was special state counsel for three governors and law- 
yer for the Railroad-Public Service Commission. The one time chairman 
of the Montana National Recovery Administration Board was a civilian 
aide to the Army secretary when he died in Helena September 7, 1960, 
at the age of 67. 
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ASA WILLARD 


Asa Willard, born in Maryland in 1876, was raised in Missouri. He 
attended Kirksville State Normal School and after graduation he became 
interested in cures affected through osteopathy. He attended the School 
of Osteopathy in Kirksville and graduated in January 1900. 


Mr. Willard first located in Dillon, Montana and in 1904 came to 
Missoula where he practiced his profession until his death in October, 1960, 
when he passed away. 


In 1901 he was appointed by. Governor Toole to the State Board of 
Medical Examiners and was reappointed by Governor Norris and served 
until 1911. His benevolent work was closely tied to the Masonic Lodge 
and Mystic Shrine. For many years he served as advisor to the sports 
department of Montana State University and was planning to attend an 
evening meeting when he was stricken and passed away. 


He married in 1907 and spent his entire married life in Missoula. 
A lifelong Republican, he represented Missoula County in the 1927, 1929, 
and 19381 legislative sessions. He is survived by a sister, Mayme Willard. 


ARCHIE WILSON 


Archie Wilson served in the House from Treasure County in the 1947 
through 1955 sessions. A native of Scotland, he had lived in Montana 
since 1908. He homesteaded east of Hysham in 1908 and was a rancher- 
Sear Wilson died in Rochester, Minnesota, August 22, 1960, at the 
age of 78. 


J. HARRY WILSON 


Harry Wilson, a resident of Judith Basin County for many years, 
served as a representative of that county in the 1931 session as well as 
the 1947 through 1951 sessions. 


_ He was active in the many county projects and gave much of his 
time to the improvement of his immediate community and county.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 7 


Introduced by Page, Nelstead, Hilling, Dykstra, Johnson, Schye, 
Stearns, Crum, Broeder, Loman, Gustafson, Stranahan. 


A Resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Montana 
to the State Board of Examiners for the transfer to the general fund of 
monies in the veterans’ compensation fund which will escheat to the state 
upon the expiration of the time for filing claims under the provisions of 
Initiative Measure No. 54, as amended. — 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Initiative Measure No. 54, as 
amended, limited obligation bonds of the State of Montana in the sum of 
twenty-eight million dollars ($28,000,000.00) were sold to provide for the 
payment of an honorarium to Montana World War II and Korean War 
veterans; and, 


WHEREAS, the time for filing claims for said honorarium will expire 
in July, 1961; and 


WHEREAS, it appears that after payment of all honorariums author- 
ized by said initiative and the expense of administering same, a surplus 
will exist in the fund created by said initiative; and 


WHEREAS, under existing law, the said surplus will escheat to the 
state upon the expiration of the time for filing claims for said honorarium. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the 37th Legislative Assembly that the State Board of Exam- 
iners shall, on the first day of August, 1961, determine the amount of 
money required to pay all lawful claims against the Veterans’ Compensa- 
tion Fund for honorariums and administrative expenses. Thereafter, the 
said Board of Examiners shall require the Director of the Adjusted Com- 
pensation Division to report to the Board of Examiners on the status of 
all unpaid claims for honorariums against the Veterans’ Compensation 
Fund and the estimated exvense of administering such claims. Upon mak- 
ing said determination, the Board of Examiners shall notify the State 
Treasurer of the amount determined to be required to pay all lawful claims 
against the Veterans’ Compensation Fund and shall order the State Treas- 
urer to transfer all monies in the Veterans Compensation Fund in excess 
of said amount to the General Fund.

Centennial Commission.” 


_ WHEREAS, on May 26, 1864, President Lincoln signed the congres- 
sional act creating the Montana Territory, and 


WHEREAS, in the year 1964, 100 years of territorial government and 
statehood will have elapsed, and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that this notable centennial should 
be observed and celebrated in the year 1964. 
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Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the 
State of Montana: 


That the Governor of Montana is requested to create and appoint a 
commission to be known as the “Montana Territorial Centennial Commission” 
to consist of the President Pro Tem and Majority Leader of the Senate, 
President ad interim of the Senate, assistant Majority Leader of the Senate 
and Minority Leader of the Senate, Speaker of the House, Speaker Pro 
Tem of the House, Majority floor leader and Minority leader of the 
House and 30 other members to be appointed by the Governor. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said commission make plans 
for the proper observance and celebration of said centennial and to 
execute and carry out such plans.

A Resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Mon- 
tana to the Governor of the State of Montana, the Lieutenant Governor of 
the State of Montana, the Attorney General of the State of Montana, the 
Secretary of State of the State of Montana, the Montana Liquor Control 
Board and the administrator of the Montana Liquor Control Board, request- 
ing certain policies, practices and regulations of the Liquor Control Board 
and its administrator be made in conformance with the Montana Liquor 
Control Act and the best interests of the taxpayers of the State of Montana, 
and requesting action be taken to correct (1) the excessive expenditures 
being made by the Liquor Control Board for new facilities and lavish state 
liquor stores when changes in location are made; (2) the expense of retain- 
ing a public relations firm or agency to promote the purposes and proceed- 
ings of the Montana Liquor Control Board; (3) the use of liquor revenue for 
the purpose of promoting legislation pertaining to the powers and conduct 
of the Montana Liquor Board and the state liquor administrator; (4) the 
assumption of powers and duties by the Montana Liquor Control Board 
not specifically conferred upon it by the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana; (5) the stocking, handling and selling of certain wines in 
state liquor stores not having the official seal as prescribed by law; (6) 
the lack of enforcement of the provisions of title 4, Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, relating to private, social and fraternal organizations 
having a Montana Liquor Control Board license, by requiring that use of 
the premises be confined to members and guests only; (7) the policy of 
the Montana Liquor Control Board regarding issuances of licenses in 
areas where there is a sudden influx of population due to temporary con- 
ditions. 


WHEREAS, it appears that the Montana Liquor Control Commission 
is making excessive expenditures in store locations and relocations and 
also in certain methods of “displaying merchandise, it is requested that 
prompt action be taken to eliminate such excessive expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, it manifestly appears that the expense involved in retain- 
ing a public relations firm or agency to promote the purposes of the 
State Liquor Control Board does not constitute an expenditure within 
the purview of title 4 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947; and 


WHEREAS, it manifestly appears that the Montana Liquor Control 
Board and State Liquor Administrator are using liquor revenue for the 
purposes of promoting legislation in the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assem- 
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bly in the State of Montana and that such expenditures are unwise use 
of said revenue; and 


WHEREAS, it further appears that in adopting rules and regulations 
promulgated under title 4, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, the Montana 
Liquor Control Board has capriciously and arbitrarily assumed certain 
powers and duties not conferred upon it by the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, it further appears that the Montana Liquor Control] Board 
and the administrator thereof have been grossly negligent in permitting 
the selling, stocking, and handling of certain wines in state liquor stores 
and also retail establishments, which wine containers do not have affixed 
thereto the official seal which the Montana Liquor Control Board has 
prescribed; and 


WHEREAS, it manifestly appears that there is a definite lack of en- 
forcement of the provisions of title 4, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
requiring that patrons of private, social and fraternal organizations, which 
are Montana Liquor Control Board licensees, be patronized by members 
and guests only; and 


WHEREAS, there should be a uniform policy established by the Mon- 
tana Liquor Control Board pertaining to the issuance of licenses in areas 
which have a sudden influx of population due to conditions and circum- 
stances which are by their very nature only temporary; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Montana that the Montana Liquor Control Board 
and the state liquor control administrator are urged to take such further 
action and proceedings, including the adoption, promulgation and super- 
vision of appropriate regulations as may be expedient and proper for the 
effectuation of the purposes of this resolution. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the event the Montana 
Liquor Control Board and the state liquor control administrator do not 
take such action, then the legislative council is hereby requested to study 
and recommend for the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly any recom- 
mendations or legislation that may be necessary or required to properly 
accomplish the purposes of this resolution.

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In the event the enrollment of any unit of the University of Mon- 
tana falls below the predicted enrollment set forth in the schedule above,
